1. The original Rajah of Rajshaye : A forgotten episode in the history 
of Bengal. —By H. Bevenincr, Esa, O. §., with a note on the etymologies 
of Ambar and Rajshaye—By B. Mob. Suara, Ese, Sub-divisional Officer 
off Pakowr. 

In is singular how the name Rajshaye has becomie transferred to a 
district east of the Ganges. In Rennell’s Atlas it is marked as lying 
on tho west bank, and as covering a lage part of whiat is now Murshi- 
dabad, Grant, in his analysis of the revenues in tho Fifth Report, tells 


ited a gold medal of the old College of Fort 
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‘us that Udai Narain, the original owner of Rajshnye, committed suicide, 
and that thereupon Murshid Quli Khan conferred his estates on tho 
Nattore family. The estates oom to have beon on tho west side of the 
Ganges, and in what is now the Pakour Sub-division of the Sonthal 
Parganas, Perhaps it was their transfer to a family residing onst of 
“tho Ganges which oansed the name Rajshaye to be given to tho 
prosont district of Rajshayo, Formerly it was known as Nattoro ov as 
Lashkarpar, ana Bhitaria, The name Rejshaye still adheres to the 
reat side of the Ganges as that of a pargana. ‘Tho Statistical Account 
Of Bengal doos not montion Rajshaye among the parganes on fsoal 
Givisions of the district of Rajshayo, but includes in tho lists of parganas 
for Birbhum and Marshidabad. In fact, howevor, pargana Rajshaye lies 
chiefly in the Sonthal Parganas, viz. in sub-division Pakour.* 

‘Mr. Blochmann suggested that tho name was connected with Rajah 
Kans o* Gouesh, and alluded to his being half Hinds avd half Muham- 
madan, Tt meant, ho thought, the Rajah who was also a Shah, and 
‘Sbserved that otherwise the compound was inapplicable. ‘The hypo- 
Ghesis of a connection with Rajah Kans is, I think, inadmissible, for the 
Shame is comparatively modera, and was oxiginally given, as wo have 
‘soon, to a tract of country for away from Rajah Kans's territory of 
Bhitaria, add on the other side of the Ganges or Padma Buti. Mr. 
Blochmanin’s rematk may still be a key to the etymology. It is quite 
Possible that the namo alludes to the Rejahs of Birbhum who were 
originally Hindus, According to tradition tho old Binda family was 
supplanted by « couple of Afghan adventurers. But, even if this was 
‘tho case, the members of the now dynasty also called themselves Rajehs, 
fand their wives Ronis, and perhaps the true version is that given by 
the translator of Siyar Mutakherin when he says that the Rajahs of 
Birbham were converts from Hinduism. It was a practice with Murshid 
Quli Khan to compel Hindu zamaindars who fell into arrears of ‘revonne 
4 torn Mabammadans, snd perhaps this is what happened to the 


‘Bajahs of Bisbhuin.

Udai 
Narain, the writer says, wes an up-oduntryman ond on able man and 
in chargo of tho Khalsa or Bxchegqust opllestions.

Ho rebelled 
gnd Murshid Quli sent his chela or disciple, Muhammad Jan against him 
‘ih an army. A battle took place near Udai Narain’s palace, and

“aesonbed} ne Bounded on tho east by Rejehaye, ‘This mast be the original Rajebaye: 
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Ghulam Muhammad was killéd. Thereafter, Udai Narain being in 
fear of Murshid Quli’s displeasure committed suicide, and Murshid 
Quli gave the zamindari to Ram Jivan and Kala Kuar of Nattore. 
‘Tho story is told somewhat differently in the Narrative of Transactions 
in Bongal, translated by Gladwin. It is stated there, p. 61, that Udai 
‘Norain’s family had long enjoyed the zamindari of Rajshayo, and that™ 
ag Udai Narain had the management of the Khalsa collections Murshid. 
Qali had placed under his orders Ghulam Muhammad jemader with 
200 horse. Ghulam Muhammed demanded his pay ina riotous manner, 
and Murshid Quli sout an army to punish him. In the battle that 
ensued Ghulam Muhammad was killed, and then Udai Narain com- 
mitted suicide, I think that there is somo confusion here. Probably 
Ghulam Muhammad demanded his pay from Udai Narain, ond Murshid 
Quli sent troops to support him, and not to act against him. 

Neither of the above accounts tells us when the battle took place, 
further than that they sey it was near the Rejbari, But this defect is 
supplied by the Chronicle of the Family of Raja Krishna Chandra of 
Nadiya, which has been edited and translated by Dr. Pertsch (Berlin, 
1852). The story of the fight with Udai Narain is told there with 
great detail. At p. 41 of the translation we read as follows — 

“At this time it happened that all kings having been one after another taken

on the east bank, The lsttet were under better discipline because the 
country was less hilly and-wooded, and beoause it had been controlled 
from Dacca.

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‘The name Ambar, as that of a pargana is the Sonthal Parganas, 
is interesting, as it seems to be a relic of the name Andambar which was 
@ synonyme for Sarkar Taudar. Perhaps the first syllable is from Udai 
which may have been a family namo of tho Rojehs. ‘The name Udai 
also may explain the title, land of Oedapore, given in Broucke’s Map to 
the west sido of the Bhégirath{, Ambar means store honse in Hindie 
80 that the whole namo may signify the storchonso and treasury of Udai. 
‘There is, however, algo the ditection from a spocies of big tree which has 
been montioned by Six A. Conningham. Ambar is mentioned in the 
Ain Akbnri, p, 403 as © Mebal, but it is plnoed in Sarkar Pinjra, In 
Ronnell’s Atlas, it appears under the spelling Awmore. 

It may hero be remarked thet a difleulty occurs in identifying 
the names in Todax Mall’s lists with those in Hunter owing to the fact 
that the former includes bazars and fisheries as well as tracts of country. 
In old revenue language all sources of income were called Mehals. It 
‘appears too that the distribution of Bengal into Saxkars was sometimes 
very arbitrary (perhaps from want of knowledge and waut of maps) 
though it generally proceeded in second cra with geography. For 
instance, though Sarkar Jinmatabad or Zahhnanta was for the most 
part confined to the east and north of the Ganges, yet we find Handoor 
jn it, and even Garhi, é.¢., Teliyagarhi which is south of the Ganges 
and a few miles oast of Sahibganj, and which was known in Abul Faal’s 
‘time as the door of Bengal.

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No one can give me any information as regards the origin of the 
names Ambar ond Audner and Rejshaye. Shaye was title con 
ferred by tho Emporor of Delhi on one of the propriotors of Ambar, 
‘whose successors assumed it, till the time of the British accession, when 
the title, beixig no longer recognised by the Goveramont, was retained as 
an appondage after the.name (instead of as » prefix, as formerly) of ench 
male descendent, who succeeded to the Zemindari, tho last holder of 
‘tho namo having died without any male issue, the affix was dropped by 
hhis successors. ‘Tho Ambar family had no conneotion with Rejsbayo, 
at possibly the first proprietor of that Pargana similarly held tho 
title of Shaye, as Rajshaye means dominion of a prince, Udai Narain 
was an up-country Kayastha, and is spoken of hore as Lola Udai 
Novain. ~ 


2, Notes on some old Mughal Mint Towns—By W. Invixe, Bsa. 

On p. 114 of the Proceedings of tho Society for August 1891 (re- 
ceived by me a month or two ago) Dr. Hoornle expressed a doubt as to 
the identity of Aurangzeb's mint town Zafarébéd. I would suggest that 
ib was the town of that name, the capital of $dbsh Zafardbid Bidar in 
the Dakkin. On page 62 of the index to the Maasir-i-'Alamgéré in the 
Bibliotheca Indice, there will be found three entries opposite the name of 
Yafardbid Bidar (or sometimes in the tex Bidar). One of the entries 
against Zafarbéd, that for pago 158, year 1088 EL, is really in the toxt 
“Zafarabad Bidar,” and I have little doubt that the otler ten entries also 
refer to the same place, Bidar. According to Thornton's Gazetteer (Ba., 
1862), p. 78, Bidar was once an important place. It is in Haidardbéd 
territory, 75 miles north-west of the city of Haidarébéd. The names of 
Bidar and Zafardbéd are also found coupled on p. 84 of James Fraser's 
“ History of Nédir Shah” (London 1742). 

On p. xxxi of the Introduction to Mr. 8. Lane-Poole’s “ Catalogue of * 
Jndian Coins in the British Museum,” vol. 8, (e reprint of which hag.” 
Yee published by A. Csnstable and Oo. and from this I quote) Find 
‘Poole without any host 
"6 rouble ‘and althoagh my opinion 
Gannes avty 00 neld of little value against thet of such an authority, 
nw J'think be must be wrong. It is quite trae that there is a Zafardbéd 

in the North-West Provinces; it lies 6 miles south-east of Jaunpur 
town, It was the name of a Mahal (or pargavah) iu Sirkér Jaunpur of 
Sébah Allahébéd (see Jarrett's translation of Vol. IL of the ‘Adi 
Anbori, pp. 89 and 164). As Zafardbid Lidar was not conquered hy the 
Mughals till 1653, it naturally is not named in the ‘Ain, a work com i 
piled about 1590. Is it probable that a mint would be established at 
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Zatarébhd in Sirkée Jaunpur, an obscure provincial town, quite close to 
three other mint towns, Jaunpur, Boniras, Allahsbid ? On the other 
hand, Zafarébéd Bidar was the chiof town of a recently conquered pro- 
vineo, aud, as Thornton says, the former “capital of @ principality and 
“tho residence of kings.” What would be more likely than that ’Alam- 
gir should issue coins from sach a place as ono of the usual marks of 
conquest ? 

On p. liv Mr. Poole states that Akbarnagar is a name given to 
Réjmahal by Jahéngie. Blochmann (‘Aés, Vol. I, p. 340), apparently 
quoting the Aktarnémah, says that Rajah Mén Singh Kachhwéba built 
Akbarnagar at Réjmahal in the 40th year of Akbar. 

I have only glanced through Mr. Poole’s book, but I have noticed 
ono or two slips or oversights, 

P,-xxxvii, As the sito of Mubammed Shéh’s battle against Nédir 
Shah he has Karnél for Karnél, 

P. xxxvifi, Ahmad Shih, son of Muhammad Shéh, did not occupy 
the throne for fourteen but for six years. Mr. Pocle’s other dates show 
this, Muhammad Shéh's death being rightly given in April 1748, and 
*Alamgix II's accession in June 1754 being also correctly stated. 

Same page. Muhammad Shéh is said to have died of grief, Did 
he not rather dio of apoplexy or paralysis? Seo Elliott “ Zfislorians,” 
vol. vii, p. 111. 

P. xxxix. Ina passage from Mr. H. @, Keone’s “‘Skotch of the His- 
tory of Hindustan,” Mr. Poole interpolates, after tho name of Safdar 
Jang, the words [son of tho Nizim]. Tf by Nizém he means Nizkm-ul- 
mulk Agaf Jéh, it is quite enoneous to say that Safdar Jang (e Persian 
‘and Shia’) was his son, 

‘Some page. Ghésinddin, that is Ghéciuddin Kb4n (III) "Tméd-ul- 
© smalls, grandson of Nizim-nl-wulk, is called the “nophew. of Safdar 
Tang.” This again is a mistake. 

P. xxvii. Nizém-ul-mulk Agaf Jéh is said to have been over 100 
years of age when ho died. ‘There is some authority for this assertion, 
bat I fancy it is founded on popalar error. Beale (Oriental Biographical 
Dictionary, p. 212) gives him 104 lnnar years, but a very competent au- 
‘thority, the Ma'asir-ul-mné (printed text ILI, 838), says he was born in 
1082 HL. This gives him 79 years at his death in 1161 H. Another very 
good authority, a, contemporary, Mirza Muhammad, in his Térgki-‘-Mea- 
Jommadi, makes Nizhm-ul-mulk’s ago 77 years and fraction. A modern 
work, published at Haidardbéd, the Téréih-i-KBurshod Jéh gives the year 
of his birth as 1082 H. ag in the Ma'agir-ul-Vinrd, 

‘The Térikh-i-Muhammadé states that Firéa Jaog (Nirdm-ul-mulk’s 
father) was 62 years of age at bis death in 1122 H. Therefore he was

born about 1060 H. Reckoning Nizém-ul-malk’s birth from that year 
(1080), ke would have beon 101 at his death in 1161 H. If it is allow- 
able to make n guoss, I should say that this is the origin of the error as 
to Ninimexl-mnlk’s roal ago. At ono period the son Nizia-ul-malk 
‘bore his father's title of Ghdsf-ud-dén Khdn (also borne by Nizimn-al- 
mulk’s son and his grandson), and this partial identity of titles may 
haro originated tho mistake. In such an authoritative work as a 
British Masoum Oatalogne, oven trifling matters like theso are worth 
correction. 

Besides Zafardbdd 1 have elso tracod with some certainty throe 
other mint-towns: Shéhébid-Kannayj (which Me. Poolo made out to bo 
Shababad in Audh, with tho monningloss word ¢ 38 following), 2fe- 
‘aszandbid, ond Negratdbid, And Thave suggested on *Alimgimnager 
as porhaps the ’Alamgixpir that is required. I havo been placed in 
communication with Mr. R.S. Poole, the keeper of tho coins, B. ML, 
and general editor of tho Catalogues, but it remains to bo seen what 
attitude Mr. S, Lene Poole assuines towards mo. I havo challenged the 
accuracy of some tiventy-seven or twenty-eight other statements in the 
historical part of his monograph,

4, Beminisconces of Sea-voyage in ancient Bengali Literature—Dy 
Panprr Hararraséy SXsrai. 











I have received five Bengali pooms, two in inanusoript and three in 
print, which contain description of sen-voyages. ‘Theso pocms wore writ- 
‘ton botween the years 1495 and 1595. ‘Tho oldest of them, that by: 
Bipradés Pippaléi, of whom wo hoard something at the Inst mosting, 
gives the following description of  soa-voyage made by Chénd, the 
princely merchant of Champdinagar. After storing his. vessols with: 
fresh. water from the Badariké Kunde near Ségar Island, the merohant 
proceeded to Sankar Médhab. Here. is on ‘exaob translation of what 
{followed :— 

“He worshipped Sankar Médhab with devotion, performed the Srddh 
ceremony, peculiar to holy places and offered Tarpana. to the manes. 
In the vicinity of that place the fleet entered the confluenoe, where the 
King with great pleasure performed the coremonies peculiar to holy. 

Places. ‘The Madiubar, that is tho chief vessel of the fost, ent 
“ge, tnd they began to row day and night, all the 8 prahare or 
[There are. two lines here which are unintelligible, 
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by the country of the hindtas who ate living human beings. He -passod 
the cities inhabited by people with faces like those of horses, and by 
people with faces like those of elephants. From these places he 
passed into the country inhabited by men with only one leg. He was 
disgusted with their manners, so contrary to thoso of his own country- 
‘men, and left the country as soon as possible, ‘Then the flect 
‘entered Hidiadsha where no land could be perceived, the wide expanse 
of wator surrounding the fleet on all sides. ‘The gulf of leeches, the gulf 
of sorpents, tho galt of cowries, and the golf of couches, he passod 
‘merrily. He captured many cowrio and conch shells in the course of his 
voyage. Ho passed the gulf sacred to the goddess of sorpents, as woll 
as tho gulf of Lions, and entered the Peerless city, his destination.” 

‘Thoro is much that is fabulous in this, but in later works, the fabul- 
fons clement appears in groater abundance. ‘The fleet seems to have 
passed by the Arracan Const describing the country of cannibals, who 
were to be found till very recent times in the Andaman and other islands 
in tho Bay of Bengal, Anupam Pétam seems to have been a city in 
Coylon. 

‘The 2nd manuseript which contains an acount of sea-voyage, has 
‘been received from Dacea by the favour of Baba Térdkidor Réy, 
Deputy Inspector of Schools. ‘The book is so worm-eaten, and so fall of 
Jacune, and the leaves have been so much damaged that very little can 
be made out of it, All that I can make out is that, after entering the 
confluence of the Ganges, the flect steered towards the Nilalshyer Bank, 
that is, a place from which nothing can be seen. After much trouble the 
fleet arrived at the capital of an island, the king of which was so great 
‘a fool as to give lange quantitiogof pesrls and gold in exchange for gunny 
cloth, which was deseribed fo him by the clever merchant as) the 
‘hast warm clothing that India could produce. 

‘Of the priited books, the first comes from Chittagong. It is called 
Béis Kabir Manasd Mangat, that is a poem in honor of the goddess of 
serpents, compiled from tho works of 22 posts. It appears that all 
{hove 22 had each # complete work in honor of Manas, end a clever com- 
piler as pnt in the best things from the work of every one of these into 
his collection. ‘Two of these completo works are known to me; one is 
Padmé Purén by Nérdyam Kavi, and the other by Dvija Bangidds, who 
jp the author of tho worm-eaten manuscript just noticed. _Some,of| the 
facts th Wwiidotion with the Sea-voyage in Béis Kabir Manasd: Mangal 
‘comes from Drija Bansidds; but the version of the manuseript and the 
‘version of the pritited work do not’ agree. ‘The ‘version of the manus- 
Tript has been alréady given. In the printed work the merchant on . 
entering the sea had to encounter obstacles thrown in his way by the . 
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goddess of serpents whom he hated. ‘Tho sea was covered with erabs, 
Some of which wore as big as mountains, ‘They completely blocked the 
sway of tho floot, Chénd held a council of the voyngers, and it was deter 
mmined that as crabs were very much afraid of the barking of the jackals 
the whole crew should howl like them. The experiment proved success 
fal, and tho orab-difficulty was got over. Thon came the leeches, of 
age dimensions, and tho fleet could not pass through them. Chénd was 
‘advised to throw lime on them, and they disappeared. Then camo the 
crocodiles who flod away whon Ohénd began to fire his cannons, The 
fleot passed Rémesrwar and anchored off the island of Lanké ruled by 
Bibbishan, tho brother of tho ton-headed monstor Ravana killed by 
Rim, ‘Tho morchant lulled the suspicion of Bibbishan by telling him 
‘that he camo from Ajodhyé, and got rich presonts from him, 
‘The voyage from Ceylon to the Southern City is exceedingly in- 
teresting. Leaving Ceylon to the right, and tho Malaya Hills, the 
‘Western Ghats (Sahyagiri) (here wrongly spelt as Satyagiri) with the 
land of Parasuréma to the left, the flect proceeded in a southerly direc 
tion, This is, by tho bye, a geographical impossibility. Because it the 
eet passed through the Pox'’s Channel, Ceylon wonld be on the left 
and India on the right. But the topographical idea of these poets was 
awfully confused. After a long voyage thoy arrive, at the Bay of 
‘ilaksha, where nothing but water cau be seen. ‘The poet here gives 
the following description of the sea :— 

“Tua short time the fleet rowed to the Bay of Nilaksba. Fear 
took possession of the merehant’s mind at the sight of this terzible bay. 
They could not distinguish to which quarter they were steering. Tt was 
‘ll a wide expanse of water. They knewneither the east, nor the we: 
nor the north, nor tho south. ‘There was no distinction of day and night, 
People knew each other by the voieo only. Tho terrible xoaring of the 
water was heard on all sides. ‘The peaks of submarine mountains were 
geen every now ond then: and big marine animals such as the wheles, the 

Grocodiles, and the sharks rosmed over the water in all their pride, 
Bach wave of the sea gave @ posh to the vessel and it tossed to snd fro 
‘as # lamp of cotton in high wind. People despaired of their lives, and 
‘at thig junotare’ hind was ‘betide himself with fear. 

Pandit and asked him to read the Ohaggt as quickly as possible. He 
entreated Captain Dulai, the commander of the fleet, to be careful, and 
fo watch the direction of the Southorn City, Dulai replied that he re- 
membered on a previous occasion to have stoored 18 vessels belonging to 
‘Chénd’s father “ KottSeara,” that is, the Millionaire, to the southern city, 
Keeping tho points at which the sun rises and at which be sots ab equal 
distance in the right and in the left, the vessel is to go dinect to. the 
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south with the speed of a shooting ster. So saying he ordered his rowers 
to do their best, and within a short time reached the Southern City.” 

‘Dulai’s idea of navigation appears to be a very simple ond primitive 
one” He considers the earth to be flat and fixed. ‘The points in the 
horizon at which the sun rises and at which it sets are to him fixed for 
fever, and 0 he calculates the point bisecting the line joining these 
two points, and gives direction to his rowers. 

he writers had no idea of the sea, they were acquainted of couse 
with river-navigation, avd so were very fond of using the words Daha 
‘and Bénk. Daka is a small deep water in a shallow river; and the Bink 
is the placo where a xiver takes a turn. The sea is regarded by the 
authors, as a broad river, only much broader than the Padmé. 

‘The King of the southern city got immensely frightened at the 
sight of 60 lange a fleet, and considered it to belong to a foreign enemy. 
Without waiting to hold a council, he sought safety in flight, and hid®* 
himself in the women's apartments, where be considered himself safe, 
dressed in female attire. Chind, of course, showed no disposition to 
fight. Ho gradually ingrotinted himself in the favour of the king 
and succeeded in driving a very advantageous bargain. He gave the 
King-cocoanut, bhdng, plantains, and got in retura plonty of valuables 
in gold, silver, jowellery, &e. 

‘The second printed work also comes from Chittagong. It was 
written in the year 1579 at Septagrém, the great emporium of trade 
Gn Bengal at that time. ‘The copy from which the book has been printed, 
seems to have been very defeotive, Leaving Hadindahe, the flect arrived 
fata Bénk named after that place. It was s wonderfal place, There was 
jpare water below, and'the head of sand above, Batran, the commander 
Of the fleet, swas very intelligent, He fixed swords.in front ‘of the boat, 
and thereby ont the head of tho sand and made a passage for the: vessels, 
‘hen the fect came to where the river breaks into a hundred streams, 
‘and alittle beyond that is Magré. At Magré the fleet is overtaken 
by a sovore storm, because the navigator had previously ineurred the 
displeasure of the Goddess Chandi, six of bis vessels were drowned, with 
‘one vessel, the Madbukar, he steers for Sinhal. After Magré, is men- 
tioned Gangésigar, and then the broad sea. The merchant passed 
‘Seiubandha Rémesvar, tho vessel being steered only by its oars; no sail 
Gs mentioned in any one of these books. The shellfish, amorie, as soon 
‘as they fet0 the vessel, began to float on the surface of the sea. ‘The 
nerohant capiured a large quantity of them, because cownie wes then 
a medinm of exchange.” As soon as he procetded a little, he found 
Conches floating on the sea. He.captured some of. them. ‘Then came 
‘he leeches, as big’ as palm trees. ‘They are made to go away by throw: 
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ing o quantity of lime on thom. Then came big crabs which were 
propitiated with a sacrifice of gonts to thom. ‘Then came the mosquitoes, 
‘as big as pigeons. ‘The merchant threw arrows on them, which pro- 
Aucod a large quantity of smoke and thus got rid of the mosquitoes.” Ho 
thon went to Kilidaba, and found there a beautiful girl, coming out of 
fa lotus, and holding an elephant in her hand. She was swallowing the 
clophant and throwing it oub again. Tn a short time she disappeared, and 
tho vossel reached Rainamélé Ghat in Sinhal, whenco tho morchant 
‘Dhannpati proceeded to pay his xespocts to tho king of the island. 

‘The third printed work is Kavi kankan Ohandi, writton about tho 
yoar 1595. In this work the sea-voyage of Dhanapati Sadégar com- 
moncos at Magré asin the previous work, Ho is overtakon there by 
fa storm, the consequence of the wrath of the Goddess Chandi, whom 
he hated. Six of his vesscls are drowned, with one vessel he proceads 

to tho sca, He passes by Sanketa Médhab, with its gold image of 
Mahesh, On his right he leaves Médini malla, on his left Birkhing, 
‘covered with foam. He passes by Kénhété and Dhuligrém and Anger- 
par, Then camo the country of the Firingis, the Portuguese pirates. 
‘hey rowed day and nigh’ for fear of these non-beliovers. After a 
voyago of twenty days they reached Dravida where there was a temple 
with a diso of gold and a spire of silver. The merchant halted there in 
‘order to acquire the merit of eating the dainties offered’ to the deity, 
‘and to pay his respects to the king of the place, » From Drévida he 
suocessively passes tho fabulous gulfs of the shrimps, of the serpents, 
of crabs, of cowries (which he captured, and buried on the sea shore 
with a viow to take thom away on his return voyage) of conches, and 
‘of crocodiles. Then he comes to a place called Hadindaha—from 
Hrad, a lake. ‘This is » lako completoly covered over with weeds on 
Which mon and cattle can pass. ‘The captain fastened axes and knives 
in front of the vessol and out his way through the weeds, At the 
‘end of this region, is Buhitéla (gfware) with Shetubandha on the left. 
Passing Shotubandha, the vessel reached Markut Ohitralsita, inhabited 
‘by Yalehas. The merchant. halted at a ghdt belonging ta the yakskan. 
‘nd then’ entered the straits of Ceylon. It is. called the Ananga 
Ségar. After xowinig day and night for sometime the morchant reached. 
‘Kélidaho where he saw the same girl on the lotus as. described above, 
‘and reached thence to Ratuamélé ghit of the capital of Ceylon. 








5. Note on an insoribed gun in the armoury of the Nawab of 
Murshidabod,—By Pavoir Hanarnasso Sfsexi, Communicated. by 
. Brvzaror, Bsq., 0. S. 

‘Mr. Beveridge found in the armoury of tho Nawabiof Marshidabad 
fa brass gun of native manufacture. It is mounted on carriage, and. 
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stands in the armoury on the ground floor of the palace. Tt is some 
three feet in length and is of small bore, 4 or 6 pounds. Tt has floral 
Aecovations. ‘The head and the mouth are in the shape of s demon, or 
of a monster's head with long pointed ears, a human face and  cvocodile’s 
jays. ‘There is an inseription on it in raised Bengali lotters in» shield 
‘on the upper part of the gun and abont the middle, The insoription, as 
read on the gun by Babu Saéibhdshan Datts, Deputy Magistrate, 
Berliampur, rans as follows :—

From the rubbings that were sent to mo, the reading appears to be 
tolerably correct, excopt in the third line. “@ eq was rarely used as « 
‘during the Jest century. wre wifewt is. the formula used by 

‘Krishna Ohandra in his prayers and invocations. What Baba Satibhishan 
voads as Serer may be WYCTaT because that is the corrupt form in which 
‘the word sfirctar is sometimes pelt. Itappears that the gun was cast by 
gue Kidondés Karmal, a blacksmith, end the inseription was put upon it 
by Ruiprim Chatterj, ‘The gon belonged to Maharaja Krishna Chandra 
Ray of Nadia, who played an important part in the xevolation which 
‘qniod in the battle of Plassey. Mr. Beveridge thinks that the ga may 
“Yaaro eon presented to the Mahéréjé by ove of the Gorsrnors of 
‘Oaloutts, who always held friendly relations with the Nadis family in 
‘whose oxtensiye zomindaries Caloatte was sitnated. In the chronicles 
of the family of Raje Krishna Obandra Réy, ‘translated by Dr. Patsch, 
Berlin, 1852, we reud ab page 80. thet Rém Krishna, grandfather of 
Krishna Chandra, lived in friendship with the “ Barasshib,” #, ¢, the 
Governor of Caloutte, and that the Jatter showed continual friendship

towards him, ond placed a garrison of 500 so-called soldiers who were 
skilled in the uso of all kinds of missiles and weapons at Krishnaghar, 
to execute the plans of Rim Krishna, Perhaps the gun was sent to his 
successor Krisima Chandra on a similar occasion at a subsequent time, 
Yt is also a well-known fact that Lord Clive presented the Maharaja 
with five of the guns captured at Plassoy. ‘Theso are still to be found 
at Krishnaghar, and are exempted from the operation of the Arms Act. 

‘As Tam on tho subject of inscribed guns, I should take this oppor- 
tunity of informing the Society of tho new light which has been thrayrn 
‘on the history of the gan which is lying in their compound by recent 
‘Assamese publications, Svargadev Jayadhvaja Sinha mentioned in the 
inseription on the gun, was the reigning Ahom prince of Assam, when i 
Mir Jumla, the Commandor-in-chief of Aurangzebe’s forces invaded . 
that country. The result of that disastrous expedition is well known, 
Floods and epidemics compolled Mir Jumla to beat a hasty retreat, 
leaving overything behind; the king harassing him at every stop. ‘Tho 
gun was captured at that time; so says the insoription on it. It was 
perhaps plundered by the Burmese who took possession of Assam during 
the eatly years of this century, and the Buglish got it from the Burmese 
Auving the first Burmese war. In tho year 1898 it was brought to 
False Point where it was used to hold a flagstaé till it was brought by 
the Poré Officer to Calontts. I examined the inscription at Capt. 
Petley’s compound whence it has since been transfered fo the Society's 


premises.

Finance. 

The accounts of the Society are shown in Statement No.1 in the 
Appendix under the usual heads. 

Statement No. 8 contains the Balance Sheet of the Society, and of 
‘tho different fands administered through it, 

‘The Budget Hstimate for 1892 was taken at the following figures :— 
Receipts Re, 14,988. Uxpenditure Rs. 13,378. 

The actual results were found to be:—Receipts Rs. 15,599.6-9. 
Expenditure Rs. 18,670-11-9. 

‘The Receipts thus show an increaso of Rs. 611-69, and the expendi- 

ture an increase of Rs, 202-11-9 on tho Budget Estimate, leaving a 
balance in favor of the Society of Rs. 1,028-11-0. 

‘The increase in Receipts is under the head of “Sales of Publica. 
tions” which were estimated at Rs. 400, whilst the actual receipts were 
Rs, 1,698-12-0. This large increase is due to the adjustment of Messrs. 
Kegan Paul, Trench, Tribbner's account for two years and three months. 

‘The number of ebsent or non-paying Members during the past 
‘year was somewhat larger than usual, consequently the receipts from 
subseriptions are below the estimated amount by Rs, 155-0-0. 

The aifference betwoon the estimated and actual miscellaneous 
receipts is due to the refund of income tax not having been granted, 

On the expenditure sido, the itoms of “ Repairs,” “ Books,” “ Bind- 
ing,” “Proceedings” and “Printing Circulars,” &., show an increase. 
No repairs were contemplated during the year and Rs. 25 was set. aside 
for such petty repeirs, as might prove necessary. During the rains, 
‘the roof was found defective in certain places, and Rs, 40-8-0 was spent 
in the stoppage of leaks, “ Books” show an increase of Rs, 1,003-15-8, 
‘This also is due to the adjustment of Messrs Kegan Paul, Trench, 
‘Tribner's account for two years snd three months for supplying new 
hooks to the. Society during the period, “Binding” was estimated at 
Rs, 500, whilst the actual expenditure was Rs, $26-10.9, In September, 
‘the Council sanctioned a grant of Rs, 1,000 for four book cases for tho 








* 
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Library. After re-arranging some old books according to sizes, only one 
new book caso was found necessary, the cost of it being Re, 250, The 
balance of Rs, 750 remains unoxpended ; but in carrying out the examin- 
ation of the Library which has been in progress during tho greater part 
of the past yoar, it was found that in numerous cases poriodicals were 
still unbound, and that many old books requixed rebinding, The above 
balance has been freely drawn on for this purposo, and now about 
Rs, 400 remains. ‘Tho binding is not yet completed, and on this account 
itis thought advisable to increase the usual allowance by what remains 
unspent from the special grant for the Library, so that the sum seb apart 
for the coming year is Rs, 900 instead of Rs, 500 the usual amount. 
‘ Proceedings” show an increase of Rs. 194-20, this is due to the pay- 
ment of printing changes for twelve numbers of the Proceedings, instead 
of ten as usual, during the year. Owing to the proposed Investment of 
tho Society's Permanent Reserve Fund, a larger number of circulars 
than usual, were required, and thus there is a slight increase of 
Ra. 25-15-0 under the head of “ Printing Circulars.” 
‘The actual expenditare on the “Journal” and “ Procoodings ” was

‘The Budget Estimate of Ordinary Receipts and Expenditure for 1898 
has been fixed as follows :—Receipts Rs. 16,286; Expenditure Rs. 15,698. 

On the receipts side, the estimate for Interest on Investments has 
been slightly ineveased owing to purchaso of Government Securities. 

‘There is a new item of Rs. 2,000 in tho receipts under the head of 
“Government Allowances.” ‘This amount has been granted by the 
Government of Bengal for a third section of the Society's Journal deal- 
ing with Anthropology, Rthnography and Folklore, 

On tho expenditure side the items “Stationery ” and “ Printing 
Oireulars,” é., have been slightly increased. 

Postage has been reduced by-Rs.~100. . There will be considerable 
eduction under this head as the postage on Foreign covers, book-packets, 
&o,, has been greatly reduced. Rs, 600 has been fixed, as the amount is 
intended to cover postage for the third part of the Journal. 

‘Ther will, however, bo two extraordinary items of expenditure to 
bo dealt with daring the year 1893, Extensive repairs to the Society's 
building had to be undertaken at the end of last year, 
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‘The gas fittings in the Society’s rooms are not very satisfactory, 
and it is intended to complete the necessary gas fittings at a total cost 
of Rs, 426.6.0.

‘A complete set of the publications both of the Society and of the 
Oriental Publication Fund has been sent to Mr, Harrassowite. 





Library: 

‘Tho total number of volumes, or parts of volumes, added to the 

Library during the year was 2,020, of which 667 were purchased, and 
1,888 presented or received in exchange for the Society's publications. 

‘Tho second fasciculus of tho Catalogue of the Persian Works in the 

Oriental Library has beon published. It will be completed in the 

third fasciculus which is in press and expected to be ready very shortly. 





Publications. 
‘There were published during the year, nine numbers of the 
Proceedings, (No. 10 of 1891 and Nos. 1 to 9 of 1892), containing 215 
pages of letterpress; four numbers of’ the Journal, Part I (No. 8 of 
1891 and Nos. 1 to 3 of 1892), containing 321 pages of letterpress and 
9 plates ; and three numbers of the Jounal, Part II (No. 4 of 1891 
and Nos. 1 and 2 of 1892), containing 366 pages of letterpress. ‘The 
Index to the Journal, Part II for 1891 was also published. 


Coin Cabinet. 

During the year $8 coins were added to tho Cabinet, of which 15 
were of gold, 22 of silver, and 1 of mixed metal. 34 of these coins 
were acquired wider the Treasure Trovo Act. ‘Tho remainder were 
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presentations by the Bombay Government under the Treasure Trove

In the Annnal Roport for 1891 it was estimated that 24 fascieuli 
would be published ; the aotual out-turn has beon loss by twolve. Only 
those works wore allowed to bo proceeded with which had the pros- 
jpeot of boing comploted in a short time, ‘The Philological Secrotmy 
dxercised comploto control over the publication of these works. The 
Pross was ordered not to undertake a fresh fasciculus without his 
orders. 

‘The expenditure out of tho Oriental Publication Fand daring tho 
year was Rs. 12,675 which inclndes printing changes for 26, and editing 
Thangos for 25 fasciculi, giving the averago as Rs. 497 for each fasciculus, 
By publishing only 12 fascfouli during tho year debts to tho oxtont 
of the cost of publishing about 14 fascicali have boon paid off.

‘The Secretary, Institution of Mechanical Engineers, London, was 
informed in reply to an appliction asking for the Society’s Journal, 
Part I, from 1886 to 1690, that in June 1886, when the exchange list 
of Societies was revised by the late Mr. B.T. Atkinson, then President 
of the Society, the Institution was placed on the list to receive Jounal, 
Part II, and Proceedings only; and not Journal, Part I, as it related to 
Philology, Antiquities, &e. 

An offer from the Editor of the “ Cancacus,” Tifis, in Russia, for 
‘an exchange of publications with the Society was declined. 

Read a lotter from Dr. Hoernle enclosing a memo from Pandit Saty- 
‘vrata Semasrami with the following request 

Ist. To edit the Aitareya Brahman, a vedic-work for the Bibliotheca, 
Indica, 

2nd, ‘To be made an Honorary Member of the Society. 

Brd. To receive, free, copies of Notices of Sanskrit Manuscripts. 
Tt was resolved as follows :— 

Ist. Regret that no fresh engagements can be undertaken at present. 

2nd. Propose at the next meeting, stating that ho is one of the 
most distinguished vedic scholar in India, and who has edited » number 
‘of works for the Bibliotheca Indica. 

Brd, ‘The Secretary might take the necessary action with the view 
of complying with the request, 

On an enquiry from the Caloutta Municipal Corporation, Mr. B.C 
Cotes was appointed to voto for Ward No. 16 on behalf of the Sooiety. 

Tho appointments, of Pandit Rakhal Ohandra Kevyatirtha “as @ 
temporary additional travelling Pandit on Re.'$0, and Pandit “Binod 
Behary Kavyatirtha as tho seoond Pandit, permanently, in the plaéo of 
Babu Upendra Lala Mitra, from the Ist December 1891, were recorded. 

‘An explanation from Pandit Ram Nath Tarkartna, showing the 
work done in search for Sanskrit Manusoripts for two and a half years 
was acoepted. The Pandit was allowed an increment of Rs. 10 per 
month from 1st January 1892, 

‘A letter from the Superintendent of Stationery informing ‘that 
instruotions have been received from the Home Secretary that the ordet 
directing the transmission of the forty copies of each of the Society’s 
publications waé a standing one and that the supply’ of the publications 
‘may Be continued as usual, was revorded, 

‘The death of Sir G. B, Airy, an Honorary Member of the Society; 
‘was ordered to bo announced at the Goneral Meeting. 

‘With reference to Council order, dated 18th Decomber 1890, to 
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revert to the practice of cleoting Honorary Auditors to audit the 
Society’s accounts, it was resolved that the camying out of the new 
ale be postponed for the present, and that paid auditors be appointed 
‘as usual for the accounts of 1891.

On tho recommendation of the Natural History Secretary an ex- 
change of publications for the Sooicty’s Journal, Part II, and Proceed- 
ngs, with the Naturforschonden Gesellschaft in Zurich, was sanctioned. 


March 31st, Ordinary Mesting. 

Pandit Ram Nath Tarkaratna was informed in xeply to an appli- 
cation for gratis copies of the Bibliotheca Indica, that his request 
cannot be granted. 

‘With reference to Babu Sarat Chandra Das’ request to revive 
the question regarding the purchase by Government of the Tangyar 
collection of 225 volumes, he was asked for further information with 
the view of applying to Government for the purchase money. 

‘Tho Honorary Secretary, Calouita Reading Rooms and Literary. 
Institute, was informed in reply to an application for free copies of 
fature publications of the Society, and such of the publications that can 
‘be spared; that the rules of the Society do not permit the request 
being granted.

April 28th, Ordinary Meeting. 

‘The Ohief Librarian of the Giessen University was supplied with 
certain works of the Bibliotheca Indica asked for. 

A letter from the Secretary to the Government of Bengal con- 
‘veying the approval of the Government of India to the name of Pandit 
Satyavrata Samasrami boing included, in the list of persons to whom 
Catalogues of Notices of Sanskrit Manuscripts are sent, was recorded. 

‘Th Consequence of the resignation of the Hon'ble Sir A. W. Croft as 

gident.of the Society, the Secretary was requested to write to the 
‘Hon'ble Sir 0. A. Elliott, Lieutenant-Govornor of Bengal, asking him 
if he would be willing to accopt the office of President. 

On tio recommendation of the Philological Committee, a copy of 
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a Persian Manuscript entitled “Dastan-i-Mesib,” price Rs, 25 was 
ordered to be purchased for the Oriental Library. 

Rend an application from Mr. J. H, Elliott, the Assistant Secre- 
tary, asking to be allowed to draw the sanctioned yearly bonus of 
Rs, 150 from the Sanskrit Manuscript Fund. It was resolved that 
the amount be paid, and that the Member of the Council in charge of 
Sanskrit Manuscript submit a report as to the ciroumstances under 
which this grant was first sanctioned. 


May 26th, Ordinary Meeting. 

Onan enquiry from Pandit Satyavrata Samasrami whether the 
copyright of the Commentary of “Nirakts,” and the dissertation 
headed Niruktalochanam, which were bis production belong to the 
Society or to the public, or to himself, he was informed that the 
Society has no objection to his making use of any original matter 
written by him in his edition of the ‘‘ Nirukta.” 

‘An offer from Pandit Vaman Shastri forwarding specimen pages 
of an ancient Sanskrit work entitled “Gautama Dharma Sutra,” and 
requesting permission to publish it in the Bibliotheca Indica, was 
referred to the Philological Committeo. 

‘An offer from Bahadur Shah forwarding two Persian Manuscripts 
entitled “Zeech Ulagh Baigs” and “Usool Ushtar Washure ” for salo, 
price Rs. 100 and Rs. 30 respectively, was referred to the Philological 
Committee. 

‘The report of the Philological Committee, to the effect that tho

‘The following papers were read — 

1. Note om flaked and chipped stones from Kon in the Mirzapur Dis- 
triet.—By Da. W. Kina, Director, Geological Survey of India, 

‘The parcel of stones which I treat of this evening, was sent up to 
the Society by Mr. W. Crooke, C. 8., of Mirzapur, who writes that he 
found the scraps in a ravine near the town of Kon, south of the Sone 
river, Ho states that Mr. J, Cockburn found some of a similar nature 
‘afew years ago, and that that gentleman believes them to be paleoli- 
thie stone implements. Mr. Crooke refers to them a8 flint, but they 
are, more properly speaking, chert or silicified argillaceous rock. 

‘hese scraps or fragmenta of stone have, at first sight, the appear: 
‘ance of being a collection of very ordinary bits of chert, euch as may 
bbe picked up in any field where the rock of the country is of this kind; 
‘put afew of them show undoubted evidence of having been chipped 
by human hands with an intent to produc something in the shape of 
an implement for oatting or scraping purposes, while most of them 
show, at least, indications of having had portions or flakes knocked off 
‘thom by other forces than any we know of in the domain of natural 
wear and tear; in other words, they show thatman must have been 
tapping or pressing off flakes or longish chips of convenient form for 
implements, such as arrow heads, small knives, or sorapers, which ho 
‘appears to have used in an early period of his Instory. 

‘The essential feature about the kind of stone of which these friig- 
‘ments consist, and indeed of nearly: all the stone which early men 
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elected for this object, is the property of breaking with what is called 
a conchoidal fracture, which they, however, learned to adapt to their own 
‘ends: and itis in the resultant faccts produced by their manipulation 
that wo recognize a remarkable variation from the chips and flaked 
surfaces produced by natural blows or splittings-off by water or weather. 
Under tho latter conditions the conchoidal surfaces are generally 
moro roundly ovoid, and more rogular in shape, while they have moro 
‘of a family likencss on each fragment of stono: and that peculiar 
bulbous protuberance, continued sometimes into a ro-entrant concavo 
hollow which has beon found to characterize surfaces produced by 
artificial fracture, is scarcely over soon with any distinctness in natural 
stones. On the other hand, artificial flaking is productive of long or 
short chips, as convenienco or the quality of the stone permits ; and a 
bulb of porcassion is very often presont on the flake, or its complomont, 
‘and well marked. 

Somo of these specimens show this bulb of percussion vory clearly, 
and the complements of the flakes, which have evidently beon knocked 
‘off some of the langor fragments, have their axes in different and 
sometimes opposite directions. 

‘A further feature in some of these flakes, is a sort of supple- 
montary smaller chipping along some of the edges of the langer flaked 
surfaces, giving o kind of taw-like edge, which is'a common feature in 
some manifest arow heads and other prebistorio weapons. It is 
notable that in these specimens the secondary small chipping is as old 
‘as tho larger flaking, whereas, such newer fracturing as thero is, is 
nite clearly new and unwesthered ; while this is, as it were, aimless 
in its regularity. 

‘Tam unfortunately unable to specify any particular fragment in 
the lot as being certainly an implement, though there are ono or two 
which might be considered very rude attempts at small hatchets or 
sorapors; 60 that the lot is not of value except as indicative of 
human manufacture, which perhaps hardly requires farther corobors- 
tion, since better samples of such manufacture have alzeady been fonnd 
inthe same neighbourhood. At best, we can only say from these 
specimens, that they aro in part probably the refuso of paleolithic 
implement manufasture which seems to have been an industry, however 
‘small and scattered, Iba district where the raw product occurs in toler- 
able abundance, 

“At the same time I have thought that the receipt of them, afforded 
‘sn opportunity Zor illustrating a few of the peculiarities which are con- 
sidered us characteristic of stones bearing traces of human handiwork; 
‘and that sach Dlustration will help to keep up the spirit of enquiry after 
‘tho traces of oan}y mian in India,

4, A1Gth Contury Account of Indian Buddhist shrines by an Indian 
Buddhist Yogi, translated from the Tibetan —By L. A. Wavoext, 
MB, MBAS. 

It is now becoming more clearly evident that althongh Buddhism 
‘was forcibly expelled from its primitive home in the Glangetio Valley by 
the wholesale massacre of its monks, and the destruction of its monas- 
tories by the Muhatamedan invaders ab the end of the twelfth century 
eae pe OPUS oh 26 coal. Hae eral oonturies 
ager in the more remote parts of India—in the Dakhan, Central 
India, the Sub-Himalayan highlands, and in the more secluded parts of 
the Peninsula generally. In Oxissa, it is specially stated by the great 
historian Lama Téréndtha, ! to have existed up till the middle of the 
fifteonth century A.D., and Térénétha’s information in regard to the Inter 
history of Indian Buddhism was largely derived from the lips of the 
Indian Yogi Buddhagupta Nétha, a disciple of Tirthi Nétha who visited 

‘Tibet at the end of the 16th century. 
‘Tho acoonnt of the Indian wanderings of Buddhagupta Natha is 
‘a well-mown though rare hook in Tibet, and its publication is usually 
attributed fo Térdndtha. As it indicates a survival of eome living ves- 
tiges of Buddhism in India s0 lato as the 16th century, and gives some

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descriptions of little known places, such as Uaayina, the Indian Potéla, 
&o,, and suggostive groupings of names of places, contemporary kings 
‘and Yogi, and also some notes on the School of Gorakhnath, which aro 
of intorest, I here presont an abstract of its contents. 

‘From this it will bo soon that while Tirthi Nétha and Buddhagupte 
Nitha aro held by the Lamas to havo been truly Indian Buddhiste—and 
‘they certainly wore born in India, and made their pilgrimages chiefly 
to Buddhist shrines—their form of religion was of the most highly 
‘Tuntrik and Sniva typo and senrcely recognizable as Buddhism, although 
it in practically, if not wholly, idontical with the Buddhist Yoga in 
te Intest dovelopmont amongst the Northen Buddhists of Kashmir, 
Nepul anid Tibet. Those two Yogin indeed soem to belong to the samo 
school ax Gorakimath or Gorakslanatha, noted lender of the Kénplita 
or eur-slit Yogis, who ix placod abont tho fourtoentl# or fifteonth$ 
contwry A.D., and usually considered a Buddhist Yogis. Like him 
those two Yogis possess tho title Nétha or leader, a special title of 
Yoga tcachors aud Saivic londors. And Térénétha’s own religious 
namo seoms founded on tho same model, and indicating his personal 
Yendoncios in the same direotion. Tho date of the composition of this 
acoonnt is placed before the composition of Tirinithi’s History of 
Indian Buddhism, é.«., some years anterior to 1608 A.D. 

‘he rovorond Buddha-gupta N&tha, the pupil of the reverend 
‘Dirthindtha, was born in the city of Indralinga near Rasmish- 
vara on the seacoast of tho Dakhan, as tho youngest of eight sons of a 
merchant named Krishna. While a lad, he became a follower of 
‘Tixthinétha on the latter's visit to his native town, and he was then 
given tho religions nameof Buddhandtha, He accompaniod Tivthindtha 
uring soveral years in the countries of Kachali, Kongkum, and 
Tvasurdti, during which timo ho was instructed by Tirthinéthe ia 
the principles of yoga philosophy. Ho-was also taught by Dipandtha, 
a Bruhmen yogi, tho following books, vis, sGra-mdo-taan-tra-pa,* 
‘sDeb-sbyor-gyi-batan-bchosé known as dmar-ser-nyan-snagage,*Alaikara, 
Amerakekha, &o. 

‘Tho superior? Tirthingtha ato nutritious food and had remark- 
ably long hair and » beard. Ho went with his retinue to the Middle 
Country end stayed for a time at Binarasi, From thence he wont 
to Bikrama,® tho forest of wealth, noar Dili where he began to obtain 
Schin-len upon which his hairs fell off 

‘The reverend master (Buddhaguptanatha) was empowered by the 
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Superior (Tirthinfthe) in Sanghyantaparama after the customs of 
Géraksha? and ho also Iearned the means'of 
Gorakhnath 80h00. taining ‘ those gods who have passed from 
this world’ He stayed for nine years,” in Dili, Gérakhatari,!© and 
q Haridvare meditating on the rlang-kyi-mal-hbyor, and receiving sdvico 
from two yogis named Gurnprahmanétha end Kridhnanétha, (from 
whom he learned that) Géraksha had said that Mabibada and Svasi- 
dada are two theoretical troatises which show “one’s knowledge’ 
Pronafimkha is known in Tibetan as Srog-Iu-khurtagyad and shows 
the states of tho world and tho body ; while Pranatantra is known as 
Srog-gi-rgyud. Following Géraksha were twelve orders of Yogis, viz, 
Nithapanthi, Pawapanthi, Pakkhapanthi, Gopalopanthi, 
Pagalapanthi, Ayipanthi, Cbalipanthi, Hetupanthi, Ma- 
gelapanthi and Sattansthapanthi. ‘There is another onder called 
Nadeévari Jogi which still exists in the Buddhist system, And the 
superior Tirthinéthe, Primandtha end Krishnandtha are of the 
Nidesvari onter. 

‘Tho reverend (Buddhagupte) then six months in the country of 
Malawa obtaining the Yohud-lon of Nimba; and afterwards spent four 
months in each of the following places :-—Siigaladvip, Jhamigiri 

and Jagatnatha," feom which latter place he went to Mara. 
‘While staying at the great shxihe in the ity of Nagarathatha in 
tho western country of Sindh he was seized with an almost mortal sick- 
: ness, on recovery ,from which he always practised the meditation of 
gdal-stong and the physical exercises of swimming &e. From Nagara- 
thatha he won’ for nino days through a robber-haunted desert to the 
shrine of the Goddess Hin galachi. On his return he proceeded narth- 
wards fathe cities of Molatana' Kabhola,'* Khorasina, Baja- 


‘and Goshala, the inhabitants of which countries were Mongols, 
es, Savage Muhammadans!? and Persians. 
‘Thence he went to the Western Uroyan country (the land of 
Padma sambhava or Urgyan Rimpochhe tho 
Udayens. founder of Lamaism). In Sanskritit is called F 
Ofdiyana, but itis better known by its Mubammadan name of Grajani.'*

masthira.." He first went to the city of Duba, and thence proceeding

tants among whom are Yogis, Upasikas, ‘Tirtankarss end Savage

‘west hy three lakes. By travelling between the south and cast lake

Thence he proceeded to those Uppor Turk 
eountries bordering on Tibet, vis, Dharatabhota and Kaskara.s 
“After which he returned to his master Titthinadth in Central Indi 

‘Ho then went southwards to visit a temple of Iévara named 
Bhisesvara, ond proceeding further south, reached Usire where there 
was a celebrated temple of Vajra Bhairab (2) Thenoo he visited the 
temple of Hevajra erected by Padma Vajra. (After which he went to 
the Tirthankara dwelling of Abhu (Mf, Abu). 
‘went to Sobandthe or Isvara the 
self-created stone images there. “He thencs visited 
around the Central Dakhan, ois. Marthatta, khanddes, Tatgala, 
Bidranagara, Kartanake, Trilinga, Tripale, Chincha, Mala- 
jara, Oharitra, Marwara, Konkunada, Janachambrahara, 
Chondradura, Panchabhajar, Oharamandal, Mermandal, 
Jalapandala, Talamandal, Rundmandal, Bhogamalyara, Ka- 
Lika, &. From Koikuna he went through the ocarn in a ship to 
Damidodvipa(?) called Samlornaso by the natives and tho Mu- 
hammadans. In that Island the esoterio dootrine prospered exceedingly. 
‘hey possessed the books named Phurbu. The ten phro tantras, Horuke 
tantra and Vajrapani. The clergy are numerous, but none observe the 
‘Vinaya. ‘The monks wore black robes and many drank wine, Daring 
hhig-stay in that island for one year, the chief priest died. Then he 
returned by way of Saikhad wip or the Conch-shell island, there was 
‘a shrine in the hill named Mangalasambhava,** In that island he 
ww visitors from the island of Gatjanasa.

Tho clergy were xich and possessed of great comfort; quite 
in keeping with the soying —Jala muktitaly manika! Rane bane kunja 
gharighari padmaut néri! Bhata desé Singala! “The waters ave full of 
pearls, tho earth of jewels. ‘Tho forests tom with elephants, and the 
womonare like lotus lowers. A truly blossod country is Ceylon!” Bud- 
ahanétha prayed for soven days at Buddhi’s foot-pint known as 
Sripéduka. In a retired comer of tho country named Kardala 
Buddhanétha visited a cavo which had formerly been occupied by 
Masakaradanti, tho pupil of the great teacher Santipa when he visited 
Coylon, Buddhanatha proached the religion to Réhesingkhapan- 
darala and afterwards departed in a merchant ship to the small island 
‘of Ugalinga, and thence to the small island of Amuka which took 
thirty days to reach. 

‘Thence proceeding southwards after four months they reached 
Jamegiri, where Buddhanatha stayed for 
about a year. Here are many great sione- 
images of Buddha, and also the seat of 
Acharye Nagarjuna on his visit to this place. ‘There ave many tom- 
ples where offerings aro being largely made, and one of the temples 
‘was erected by Nagarjuna, 

‘From this, going in a merchant ship for about one month’s journey 

nee he reached Potala ‘the king of mountains” 
‘This Potala is by some said to be the smaller 
one, but it seems really to be the Potala of the Buddhist texts. Here 
‘the pilgrim visited the following shrines, namely: ‘the crystal cavo of 
Basubhadra.’® Téra, with the frowning brows ‘tho golden......7 
cave .of ‘the Asuras,’ Téra the song-ldeng-gi-nage# and the shrines of 
‘Brahma, Vishnu and Maha Isvara, and the temple of the hill. Around 
Mounttain Potala were a few scattered towns containing Buddhists, 
Muhammadans and Toitankaras, Most of the people worshipped 
*Ponala Kala.” 

From here ho sailed northwards, and reached Javadvipa, 
where there were a great many classes. of 
clergy. Without staying here he continued 
the voyage to another island in mid-ocean named Bandvipa or 


Ceylon. 
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“the forest island,’ which had formerly been visited by Gura Padma 
Sambhava, Here amid hills is a square temple containing a solf- 
created stone-image of Hevajra, Then sailing towards the north 
he returned to Coylon and Kopkans, in which latter place he saw the 
golf-sprang image of Manjuéri called Gyannakay! 

Proceeding to Malyare gouthwards in a ship ho renchod 

the small country of Sambudha which 
Tipperab, &0. adjoins Malyara. Hore he heard the Vajra- 
yina for the King name 39 who was the uncle of the 
Yogui Dinaganga. ‘Thenco ho wout to Bhafgala via Jagandtha 
and Triliiga. Thence to Pundavarta- avasadni from which in 
twenty days he reached the shrines of Kasramgaram and Devikota 
in the upper partof Tripura (Tipporah) whore he remained in the 
monastery (?) formerly built by tho great Siddhi Krishnakara® 
Ho also visited Haribhanja, Phukhrad and Palgra. In theso 
‘countries the clergy and holy books were numorous and the religion 
prosperous, While there he heard a varioty of esoteric tonchings 
from the lifo of great pundit named Dharma of the Haribhanja 
‘Ohaitya believed to be a pupil of tho great Siddhi ‘and also 
found a pandit Upasika named Hotagarbaghauna, Ho also learned 
‘here the original authorities of may of the Sutras. Then he visited 
‘the . Chaitye.# And he gaw the magic circles of Jana- 

> aye aud Sidbanyakedak: 

‘From there he Went in a merobant ship through the ocean called 
bs . Padala and visited the island of Paigu 
Geer and Moulmain, (Pega) whore mutmogs and cloves grow tna 

several other islands named Sadadvipa, 
Mahasiwarnabhumi, Suryadvips, Chandradvipa, and 
Sarpadvipa. And in a small island in the Gangasagara formerly 
visited by Krishnacharinbala.® and Bhuwa® ,.,,,,ho mediated 
one point of the Mabamudra for three months. 

‘On returning to India propor Buddhanstha visited Trilifiga Bidya+ 
nagar; Karnadaka, (Karnatic) and Bhamdva. At the latter 
lacs ho met the great Sidahi Sintogupta.% Henceforth the pil- 
fim Buddhagupta known as Buddhagupta Natha, He was espe- 
Gially empowered by the yogini Dinakara ond the great gura 
Gambhiramati, And he had taken instructions from the Superiors 
(Ski. Gitar) Sudhigarbya, Gantapa, Betatikshéna, Bhira- 
pandhu, and Ghaghapa, all of whom were followers of the aforesaid 
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great Siddhi Sinta Gupta. He thon went to the Mahabodhi 
inthe Middle Country and made a small house for meditation close 
to the north of the the Vajrasana. Afterwards he visited the eight 
groat shrines and the Gridhakutigiri guha, and Prayage. Forty- 
six years had now elapsed sinco his last mecting with Tirthindtha, 
‘Then he built an assembly houso on.Khagendri hill to which many 
yogis resorted, and he received royal patronage. 

‘Afterwards he proceeded by Jagatiiitha to the conntzy of Dhi- 

migévara near Ohigaipura whero he stayed at the temple of 
wene8® erected by Kayamtha. ‘Thenco he wont to Kamarn (Kama- 
rapa), wheneo he went to Lhasa visiting bSam-yas enroute, At Lhasa, 
the saw Lord Sakyo Muni’s image; and he prayed to the cleven-hended 
(Avalkits) and fo Karp, and then mont onto gTeaog (Western 
Tibet). At this time he knew the following work 
buddha, Buddha. 
Sombhiramadala :# Vojrisanamula, 
wit Kurakulle, Mahikala and other tantras. After visiting several 
other parts of Tibet he left by skyid-grong to Nepal, where during 
‘two or threo months he visited the chief shrines, and thence went to the 
country of Bhata also called Tsambrangna. After which he re- 
fumed to Khagendra for about a month; and then procoeded by way 
of Bhangala to Tripura and Dovikota, in which last named place 
it is believed he died.

Homry F. Blanford, Esq, A. R. 8. M., FR. 8. FG. S. 

‘Mr. Alex, Pedlor, Vico-Prosident, read a note on the death of 
‘Mr. Blanford -— 

‘Mr. Blanford was born in London in 1834, and was 58 years old 
when he died. He was ono of the students who onterod the Royal 
School of minesab its commencoment in 1851, and he bad a distin 
guished career in that institution, taking the first. Dake of Cornwall’s 
Scholarship, He subsequently studied at Freiburgh in Saxony, and in 
‘the yoar 1855 he came to Caloatta to take up an appointment in the 
Geological Survey of India. His connection with the Asiatio Sosioty 
commenced soon after this, for he wns elected a member in March, 1857, 
‘Mr. Blanford continued in the Geological Survey for about 6 years, 
and was engaged principally in investigating the geology of Southorn 
India, and his most important work, while engaged in the Survoy, was 
‘the examination of the eretacoous bods of the neighbourhood of ‘richi- 
nopoly, and also separation of the Talchir strata, with their remarkablo 
Boulder bed, from the true coal-bearing or Damuda Rocks. 
~ In 1862, owing mainly to ill-health, contracted during oxposure 
incidental to geological surveying in India, he resigned his appointment, 
but when in England in the samo year, ho was offered an appointmont 
in the Bengal Educational Department, and from 1862 to 1874 he waa 
Professor of Physical Scienoo at the Presidency Coliege, Caloitts. "Soon 
after his return to India, he became an active worker for the Society, 
and from 1863 to 1868 he actod as General Secretary to the Society, and 
it was during this period that he commenced the work by which his 
name will be best known. Mr. Blanford appears to have taken a ‘keen 
interest in Meteorological matters from the time of his appoinément 

to the Presidency College, and after the great Oaloutta. oyelone of 1864 >> 
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he, in conjunction with Col. Gastrell, prepared an exhaustive 
account of the storm, which was published in 1866, About this time 
he was appointed one of a small committes of threo gentlemen, which 
onganized Tae rmnst SYSTEM OF STORM WARNINGS #0R tHE PoRT ov CALCUTTA, 
and made a commencement of the systematio study of Meteorology in 
Bengal, by establishing observatories and collecting Meteorological 
date, His servioos in this direction were shortly afterwards recognized 
by the Government of Bengal, who appointed him mus rirsr Bawost 
Marzonotootcan Raronrer ia 1867, in wnich appointment he continued 
to work until in 1875 he was appointed to organise tho Moteorological 
Department for the whole of India, and recoived tho first AProunuesr 
oF Mergonotooreax, Revonren 0 THe GovenNuent oP Ixpta, and he con- 
‘tinued in this post up till the date of his retirement in May, 1889. ‘The 
advance of Meteorological work in India during recent years is the Best 
proof of the value of Mr, Blanford’s labours in organizing and directing 
‘the Meteorological Department, and it is not too much to say that by 
his original Meteorological investigations Mr. Blanford also eamned a 
well-deserved Evnoreax nrorarion. During the whole of his career 
Mz. Blanford contioued to take the greatest interest in the well-being 
of our Society, and he acted as Vice-President in 1882 and 1883, and 
‘again in 1885 ; whilo he was Presidont of the Society in 1884. Ho wns 
also cleoted a Fellow of the Royal Society of London in the year 1880, 

His principal original commuvications have been naturally in con- 
nection with Meteorology, and ono of his latest and most valuable ont 
of many very valuable investigations which he published, was an adeair- 
able Monograph on “ The Rainfall of India,” His name will also belong 
remembered in connection with his work on cyclones, and their periodi- 
tity, and also, from the fact that he found it possible to forecast the 
nature of the monsoon seasons in India, some months in advance. Hyon 
‘up to his last illness, Mr. Blanford was engaged in prosecuting original 
meteorological researches, and he had in the press at the date of his 
death a paper forthe “Indian Meteorological Memoirs” called “The 
Diurnal variation of the atmosphere in India; which, however, he did 
not live to finish. 

‘His original communications to science were very numerous, and 
they are published, some by the Royal Society of London, a large 
number in the Asiatic Society's Journal and Proceedings, also a large 
number in the Indian Meteorological Memoirs, and ia other places, 

‘Tho extont of his communications, to tho Asiatic Society may be 
ndged by the fact that, in the “Centenary Review,” published by the 
Society at the beginning of 1684, the titles only of papers, é0., com- 
‘municated by him to the Society, oocupy nomly a whole page, and since

that date he has contributed three other papers. It is clear therefore, 
that to describe even the chief results of his investigations, would require 
‘a much longer spaco than is available. He was also tho author of 
several valuable works, some of the best known of which are, the 
“Physical Geography of India,” “The Climate of India,” and “The 
Indian Meteorologist’s Vade Mocum.” 

In Mz. Blanford therefore, the Society has lost ono of its most 
Aistinguished members and, one who did much towards its well-being. 
Basouvriox— 

‘Tho Members of the Asiatic, Society of Bengal desire to place on 
record their deop senso of the very great loss which the Asiatic Society 
of Bengal and Indian Physical Science have sustained by tho death of 
their former President, and Vice-President, Mr. Honry P. Blanford, and 
Yo express their great sorrow at tho sad ovent that has deprived the 
Society of ono of its most active and enthusiastic supporters and its 
members of a much estoemed colleaguo and friend.

1. Further Antiquities in the Hutwa Raj and ite vicinily—By Banu 
Gaainpea Nam Dorn. 


(Abstract). 


Belyra Sirsea has been several times visited by mo sinco it was last 
‘reported on to tho Society. The place was excavated at tho requost of 
‘Dz, Hoornle but only a few fragments of mutilated figares were found 
in it, Photographs of the principal image and of the door-frames were 
taken by Babu Narendra Nath Dutt amidst a shower of rain and go they 
id not turn ont as desired. ‘The photographs are in the possession of 
the Society. 

‘Whon cleansing tho well at a depth of throo feet, I found walls 
probably those of the old templo which was divided into two rooms, 
‘tho small one in which tho big image was located and tho larger one at 
the N. B. of the former enclosing the well and the peopal tree. 

Cheroos’ ghét mentioned in my last paper is a silted up jhil of 
about one hundred bighds frequented by aquatic birds. Strong masonry 
works, still bristle on its sides, ‘The Cheroos aro the remnant of an 
aboriginal raco still to bo found in this part of the country. Many 
of them have got jagirs from the Bethia Rej for their services as guards 
and poons. There is another aboriginal race in these parts called 
Moosahars who were very fine huntsmen, who killed wild pigs and 
even. fish with their bows and arrows. 

‘While digging a tank in the vioinity of Kusonndheo, » small figure 
was found. It has four hands, (chakra) and tho small figure of Nri 
‘Sinha; tearing Hiranyakashipu, on his lap. ‘The figare is placed out 
side Sivaji's temple at Kusondhee five miles from Hutwa, At a place 
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between Gopalgang and Hutwa named Thaway there is a small image 
exactly resembling the big image of Belwa called alike Bhairgj's Murty 
by the people placed on the outer wall of the femous temple of Durgé. 
People cannot say whence the image was obtained. There is a fine 
legend in connection with the temple of Durgé, 

Mahéréjé Jubaréj Sabi Béhédur, ninty-ffth in descont from the 
founder of the Hutwa raj, was soveral times defeated in his wars with 
the neighbouring r4j4 Kabul Mohammed of Burhuris. After his last 
defeat tho Maharaja was fleoing through the jungles with a handfal of 
followers when the goddess Bhavén{ appeared to him in a dream and 
complained that she was very miserable under the Muhammaden rule. 
She encouraged tho Maharaja to fight and promised her aid. “Tho 
moment you commence your journey,” she said, “you will see a jackal 
and a serpent, bow down to the former and kill the Intter.” ‘The Mahé- 
r4jé acted according to her instruotions and gained a complete victory 
ovorhis adversary at the battle of Ramachandrapur,a mile east of Thaway. 
‘The image of Durgé was found in the forest of Thaway under a singular 
and peculiar tree, ‘The leaves of the tree were sent to the Society: 
for identification. It is reported that ono of the feet of the goddess has 
sunk to a fathomless depth and the other is out resting on the figure of a 
lion. ‘The Mahéréjé of Hutwa has raised a splendid tomple for the 
goddess and still regards the jackal with very kindly feelings. ‘They 
are given Balithog by the Raj on the Chait-navami day, ‘The Maharaja 
still holds the pergunna Sipa which his ancestors conquered from Kébul 
Mohammad whose descondants still live in a decayed fort close by. 
Kabul Mahammed perhaps belonged toe Pathan family whom, it was 
the policy of Akbér and his son, to suppress by encouraging neighbour- 
ing Hindu chiefs to quarrel with them. 

T often doubted whether these relics of atitiquity were of Hind 
or of Bhudhistic origin. But an inspection of the Nirwina statuo of 
Buddha and other remains at Kushinagara leaves no doubt in my mind 
of their Buddhistic origin. These have been so well described by 
Cunningbam, Carlleyle and Garrick that I need not repeat the descrip- 
tion here. ‘The only thing that T wish to mention in connection with 
this is, that the temple has now found a guardian and small fee is levied 
from every visitor. Fixed on the walls of the temple is the mutilated 
figure of a female devoteo in meditative posture. And. on the outer 
side of the temple is fixed the image of Ganeéa with four hands cle- 
phantine proboscis and the rat as his conveyance, A slab containing an 
inscription Ties close by. A few yards off a big statue of Buddha in medi- 
tative posture sitting on padmdsava, was found under a peepul tree. Its 
nose, eyes and chin are mutilated. The figure is enclosed in an arch 
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resting on ornamented pillars on both sides, of which aro figures of 
elephants ridden over by o form like the fabulous unicorn, which in 
its turn is again ridden over by male human figures by tight reins. On 
tho head of elephants stands a human figure keeping ono of its feot 
thore and the other on the tusk. Both these figures are mutilated, 
“Above tho unicorn and on both tho sides of the arch are figures of sharks 
with yawned mouth catobing hold of the right legs of two human figures 
down to the knee, ‘The whole figuro is greatly mutilated. The whole 
image is cracked right through and daubed with vormillion by the 
‘villagers who call it Matha Kunwar as the image at Kushi Nagara is 
called Bodh Kunwar. Both as regards workmanship and arrangement of 
‘figures it resembles tho Bolwa Buddha figuro. 

“At Garshikhal there is a finely chisolled phallus of Mahadova quito 
‘animpaired, of excellently polishod black marble dug out of some four 
foot under-ground along with several Budhistic images. 

‘At Bellia-Bhagalpur, there is an ancient pillar with an insoription 

“which has already been given in Carlleyle's report. ‘The insoription 
js mutilated. ‘The villagers say that a portion of it was cut away by 
‘the Emperor Akcbar who was terrified to see blood coming out of it, They 
‘consider the pillar to have been the flag-staff of an ancient king named 
‘Bhogadanta. 

‘he figure at Kushinagara is twenty-one fet long, and I think that 
‘as people believed Buddha to belong to the Dvépare age when men had 
fa hoight of 14 cubits, his worshippers gave him exactly that dimension. 
Tt appoars to have been erected not immediately after Buddha's death 
but at a much later date. 








©. Noto om the Mausoleum of Job Oharnock and the Bones recently 
discovered within it —By Tas Rev. H. B. Hype, M. A. 


‘Pho. Obarnock Meusoleum in St. John’s Churchyard is amassive 
structare, octagonal in form with a double dome. In each face there is 
f& low and narrow archway. It was placed so as immediately to front 
{he original entrance to the Burying-gromnd, which opened north of it, 
Tt is fair to assumo that the date of the structure, which has every ap- 
‘poaranco of great antiquity, is that of the outting of the inscription in 
Jnomory of Job Charnock himself, Thisdate is ascertainable within narrow. 
Timits, There are 4 black stone slabs now within the tomb, two of them 
certainly removed thither from other parts of the ground. Of the remain. 
ing, v0; one,of surprising thickness, is to the momory of Catherine White, 
the youngest daughter of Job, who dicd on the 21st January 1703; to this 
slab w fellow is found outside the mausoleum, oxactly like it in size and 
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details of ornament ; this latter is to the memory of Jonathan White, 2nd 
of Council, Catherine's husband, who died January 3rd, 170}. It is one 
of 80 or more monumental slabs which were removed from other 
parts of ground when the rainous tombs were dismantled in 1802. As 
Catherine's epitaph and this one must havo originally been set close to- 
gether, we may thorefore reject her's also from being, as is usually 
‘supposed, one of the proper occupants of the mausoloum. It must be 
acknowledged that this elab to Catherine is so strikingly like, both in 
size and ornamont, to that of her father, beside which it is now fixed up- 
right, that it would never occur to the casual observer, especially if he 
had not noticed her husband’s epitaph outside, that the memorials to Job 
and Catherine were not originally intended to lie side by side.  close- 
er observer will readily detect a striking difference in the style of letter- 
ing. 

One slab only therefore now romains for consideration that which 
bears the name of the Father of Calcutta himself. ‘This sleb contains 
two insoriptions, the former is to Job Oharaock, who died Jannary 10th, 
1694, and the latter to his eldest daughter, Mary, wife of Charles Byze, 
Charnook’s next successor but onein the Bengal agency; she died on Feb- 
ruary 19th, 169f. A close inspection of this slab and comparison of the 
lottering of the two insoriptions mako it abundantly plain that they are 
not contemporaneous works but that the lower half of the slab nd 
boon purposely left blank to receive such an inscription as it now exhibits. 
‘Thus the mausoleum with originally one epitaph must have been com- 
pleted some time prior to tho yoar 1697, and the addition made to it 
prior to the early part of 1698 when Mr. Byre returned home, for it is to 
‘be presumed, from the terms of the epitaph, that he was at the time 
when it was written actually “prefect of the English.” Itis ue he 
returned in 1700 and for a few months resumed his former charge, but 
it was with the title of knighthood which does not distinguish his name 
in the epitaph. 

Charles Hyre, as Charnock’s son-in-lew, and successor in the agency, 
is the likeliest person to have erected the mausoleum. It is possible 
thathe mayhave done so at the change of the Company, for the court had 
certainly avery high opinion of the worth ofits old servant, but no evidence 
of this is forthcoming, and itis likely that so exceptional a testimonial 
of good opinion as the dedication to his memory of this costly monument 
by the company would have found some expression in the epitaph. 

‘As an argument that the mausoloum is not likely to have been builé 
within a good twelve month and more of Charnock’s death, may be ad- 
duced the disorderly condition of the factory at that period. On the 
12th of August 1693, Sir John Goldsborongh, the Company's Supervisor, 
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Commissary-Genoral and Chief Governor in ast India, visited the set- 
tloment, and has loft an account of the doplorublo state of affairs he 
found there, Charnock’s place was filled by Mr. Francis Ellis,an old 
servant of the Company, who had dono nothing to reform the licontious 
and riotous living of the resident English which bad strangely disgraced 
the two years and five months of Ohamock’s government of his new 
sottlement, ‘Theso disorders requiro some explanation, sooing that Ohar- 
nock in Hughli and Cossimbazar was certainly a man of will and of 
honour in his discharge of his duty towards his masters. They may bo 
partly explained by supposing that his physical and mental constitution 
had, after on abnormally long and trying residence in Bengal, at longth 
‘broken down. An indolonco crept over him which became marked by 
a timorousness strange to his formar solf-reliant character. ‘Tho expoc- 
tation of the formation of tho rival company daunted him. “Tho law 
courts at Madras scared him exceedingly, so that ho was afraid to think 
of meddling with any body.” “Everyone did that which seemed good 
in his own oyes.” He never even planned out the premises of a factory : 
everyone built houses, enclosed lands, or dug tanks just as and whon he 
chose. His feebleness was accompanied by restless temper and savago 
moods. ‘Tradition, as it came to Captain Hamilton a fow years later, 
said that he loved to inflict the chabuk on his native subordinates for 
‘transgression of his arbitrary commands, and that “the exeoation was 
generally done when ho was at dinner, 60 near his dining room. that the 
roans aud cries of the poor delinquents sorved him for music.” Some 
said he turued heathen and sacrificed fowl on the gravo of his nati 
wifo ateach anniversary of her doath. Sir John Goldsborough asserts 
that he developed a fancy for encouraging quarrels betwoen his subor- 
dinates ; and leaving his businoss affairs in the hands of the Captain of 
his little garrison, (now reduced to asergoant, two drammers and twenty 
sepoys,) he used to amuse himself with the help of the said sergeant in 
arranging duels out of the quarrels he had fomented. While tho worshij 
fal. agent led the disorders, the Captain pandered to the debaucheries. 
Hl kept, without being required to pay the fees for a license, a public 
punch-honge and billiard table, atid he let his wife tarn papist without 
control.” 

It is quite likely that in the markedly devout mould in which Char 
nock’s epitaph is couched, we should trace a strain of vindiontion on 
Dyre’s part as against detractors of the estimable qualities which marked 
his father-in-law’s trae character ere his mind became clouded in his Inet 
two years. Ibis remarkable that the epitaph attributes his Christian 
arial to the will of the deocased himself and the Christian hope express 
od is nttored in Charnook’s neme, 
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‘The epitaph reads as follows:—

Mr. Eyre took change of the agency on the 25th January 1698, 
and einco the inscription slab was in situ, with its lower half vacant ia 
February 1694, the erection of the mausoleum cannot therefore be dated 
many months earlier or Inter than the year 1605, We may certainly 
‘therefore claim it to be the oldest example of British masonry now exist- 
ing in Calcutta, ‘The original Fort William itself was not began till 
1696 and was 8 years in building. 

Tn the year 1696, then, we may assume the mausoleum stood as we 
200 it now and contained within ita table monument bearing on its upper 
faco tho black slab with the inscription, brought, it is usually thought, 
from Madras. We may assume that the monument was of table shape 
from the fact that the slab is worked in mouldings on the under-side of 
‘ite edge, suggesting that it was to project somewhat all round beyond 


_ base of masonry. 


‘There cin be n0 doubt therefore that whoever else may have been. 
afterwards interred within the great tomb, the body of Charnock must: 
have ocoupied the central position. Ithad been the general impression 
Aerived from the resonance of the floor of the mausoleam when struok by 
the foot about the centre that it contained a hollow vault. ‘Thisloorhaving 
‘pecome decayed and the whole edifice being in November Int under re- 
pair by the Department of Pablic Works, it was thooght welito take ad- 
Fantage of tho opportunity before a new floor was put in and ascertain 
‘by some small excavations whether such a vault existed or not, Legend 
‘affirmed that Charnock bad been interred in the same grave with his 
‘native wife, and the vault might contain some evidence in support or re- 
futation of this Tegond, or perchance coffin-plates or other objects that 
might. afford historical interest. About 4 foot of earth was accordingly 
opened but no trace of a vault appeared except that the quantity of 
bricks mixed up with the earth suggested that a brick grave had origi- 
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ginally existed which might have boon destroyed when Mz. Eyre opened. 
tho tomb to lay the remains of his wifo Catherine beside those of her 
father in Febraary 1693. ‘The excavation was then ordered to be stopped, 
‘bat through somo misanderstanding it was continued. On visiting the 
mausoleum next morning, vis.:-—on Tuosday, the 22nd of Novembor last, 
Tfound that the grave had beon opened to a depth of fully six foot, ab 
which dopth the diggors bad stopped having mot with a trace of human 
remains, Tho excavation was somewhat smaller then an ordinary gravo 
and lay B, and W, in the centre of the floor. At tho bottom of it tho 
workmon had cleared a level, at the wostern end of which they wore bo- 
gining to diga little deoper when a bone become visible. This bono 
Was loft én situ, undisturbed, and the digging had coascd on its discov 
oxy. On socing this bono I felt suro it could be no othor than one of 
tho bones of the left forearm of the porson buried, which must havo lain 
erossed upon the breast. A little boyond it I observed a small object ia 
tho earth which T took at first for a large coffin nail, but on this heing 
handed up to me it was very apparent that ¢ was the largest joint, of 
probably a middle finger, and that, judging from its position relatively 
tothe bone, of the loft hand. This bone I replaced. I pormitted no 
more earth to be removed save ouly a little above and to tho onst of the 
xomains, sniicient to reveal a black stratum in the soil which might have 
‘beon the decayed coflin-lid. It was quite evident that a fow more strokes 
of tho spade would discover the rest of the skeleton, perhaps porfect 
after just 200 years of burial. Thore can be no reasouable doubt, but 
that argning from the position of the body and the depth at which it lay, 
it was tho very one, to eushrine which only, tho mausoloum was ori. 
ginally built. The mortal part of the Father of Calcutta himself, 

Having soon what I did, I had the grave filled in, for I feared to leavo 
it open lest the coolies might xansack its contents in seatch of rings oF 
other valuables, and further I felt it improper, in view of the interest 
which must attach to such investigation, to permit mysolf to continue it 
alone, If it wore to be prosecuted at all it should at least be in presonce 
of a representative company of Bnglishmen. For may own part with the 
bones of thgfamous pioneor’s hand accidentally discovered before me, 
and the strango and solema statement of his epitaph just above them 
that he had laid his mortal remains there himself—“ ut in ape Beat ro- 
surrectionis ad Ohvisti judiots adventum obdormirent,” I felt. strongly 
restrained from examining them further, 

‘Tho discovery was at once duly reported to the several heads of the 
civil and ecclesiastical departments of Govorament within whose jurisdic 
tion ib had been made.

‘The Purvorocrca Secreta read reports on tho following finds 
of Treasure Trove Coins :— 

(1) Report on 80 old silver coins forwarded by the Deputy Com- 
missioner of Kdmrép, with his No. 2789, dated tho 9th September, 1892. 

In his report, sent with his Memo. No. 4718, dated Gauhati, the 
16th March 1892, the Officiating Deputy Commissioner of Kémrdp, 
states that the coins were found on the 24th January 1892, by a cooly 
in the employment of the Bengal and Assam Railway, presumably in 
the course of some excavations made for the Railway, though no parti- 
culars as to the place and manner of finding are mentioned. 

Some of the coins are in a rather indifferent condition, and it 
was somewhat troublesome to identify them. But Bengal coins, of 
certain descriptions are not commonly found, and possess therefore an 
unusual nnmismatic interest. I have now ascertained that most of the 
coins are issues of the following of the so-called “* Independent Sulténs,” 
of Bengal ; Fakhru-d-din Mubérak Shéh (1338-1349 A, ‘D.), Shamsu-d- 
din yds Shéh (1339-1868 A. D.), Sikandar Shéh (1859-1989 A. D. 
and Ghiydégu-d-din “Azam Shéh (1389-1396 A.D.). But one coin b 
Jongs to the Imperial Delhi issue of Mahmtd Shéh II (1392-1899 A, D.), 
and three others to that of one of the early Dependant Governors of 
Bengal, Ghiydgu-d-din Bahddur Shéh (1310-1380 A. ‘D.). Accordingly 
the coins of the find cover a period of nearly'a century (from 1310 to 
1399 A. D.),

‘The coins are stated to have beon found “xeoently” in the Feu- 
datory Stato of Sarangarh. With tho coins was also forwarded a 
“motal plate image brass piece,” which appears to havo beon found 
with tho coins, 

One of the coins is of pure gold; all the others aro of a mixod 
metal containing gold in varying proportions, which could only bo 
ascertained by moaus of a regular assay. 

‘Thoy avo of two different sizes. ‘Ton (incl. the puro gold coin) aro 
of a largo size, # inch in diameter, and 46 aro of a small size, $ inch 
in diameter. 

Thoy all show on the obvorse, tho standing figure of Hanumén, 
with body turned to front, but feot to right, and head to loft. In the 
proper right hand he apparently holds a olub. On the right and left, in 
the field, ave two scrolls, one of which probably represents his tail. 
‘The whole is enclosed within a manginal circle of dots, ‘Tho figure 
is fairly distinct on the gold coin, but very crade on those of mixed 
motel. The reverse, of all coins, shows the name of the king, in Inrgo 
Nagari characters, ‘peouliar to the. time, end again enclosed within a 
marginal circle of dots, 

All the ooins belong to Ikings of the so-called Kalachuri dynasty 
of Obedi, who had their capital at Ratapur (Ratanpur) in Northen 
Obhatisgarh, Information on this dynasty will be found in Sir Alox- 
ander Cunningham's Archeological Survey Reports, Vol. XVII, p. 71 fg. 
‘The coins represented in the find, belong to the following mombors of 
the dynasty: Jéjalla Deva (26 specimens), Ratna Dova (29), Prithvi 
‘Deva (1 pure gold). In the Report, referred to, the following genealo-

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The find is of considerable numismatic interest, for two reasons. In 
tho first place: coins of the Chedi dynasty are very rare; of Gangeya 
Dova, gold, silver and copper coins are known (see Archeological 
Sarvey Reports, Vol. X, p. 25); and of Prithvi Deva, gold coins are 
“sufficiently common" (see Prinsop’s Indian Antiquities, Vol. I, p. 292, 
and Thomas’ Chronicles, No. 17, p.19). But, so far as I know, no coins 
of any other king have become known. 

In tho second place, all coins of the Kalnchuri dynasty which have 
hitherto become known show on the observe “the four-armed goddess 
Durgé, seated to front.” On the other hand the Chandel kings show, 
on their coins, either the goddess Dungé seated, or Hanumén standing ; 
and it has been, hitherto, supposed that the substitution of Hanuman 
for Dungé was due to tho Cheudel kings, who partly imitated the 
Kalachuri coinage, partly departed from it, in the obverse device of 
their own coinage (see Archwological Survey Reports, Vol. X, p. 25). 
‘The coins of the present find prove that this supposition is not any 
longer tenable, and that the Kalachuri kings, already, possessed a 
coinage with the obverse device of Hanumén. The lists of Chandel 
Kings (see Archeological Survey Reports, Vol. KXT, p. 80, Journal As. 
Soo. Beng., Vol. L, p. 23) contain no names of Jéjalla Deva and Retna 
Deva. They contain a king Prithvi Varma, but no Prithvi Deva; and 
it may be noted that while the Kalachuris are alivays distinguished 
as “ Deva,” the Chandels are always called “Varma,”—a ciroumstance 
which also proves that the “Prithvi Deva,” whose gold coins are 
described by Prinsep and Thomas (above referred to), is the Kelachusi 
king of that name, not the handel Prithvi Varma.

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The Prmovoarea Secretary read tho following extract from a 
lotter received from Professor Biihler :— 

“Tam just proparing a note for the Academy on the question of the 
Pritittrdj Rdsasr, and shall havo to vote for those who declare it a for- 
gery. A pupil of mine, Mr. James Morison, has now studied the Sans- 
kxit Prithivlrdja-vijaya, which I found in1875 in Kashmir, together 
with its commentary by Jonatéja, written between A. D. 1450-75. Tho 
author was certainly a contemporary of Prithiviréja and ono of his 
court posts. He probably was a Kashmirian and was a thoroaghly 
good Kavi and Pandit. His account of the Chaahéns contradicts Chand’s 
in evory particular and agrees with that of the inscriptions of V. 8. 
1080 and V. 8. 1225." Prithivivéja’s podigreo is oxactly that given in 
these documents, and various synchronistio facts mentioned in tho 
Vijaya also agree with what weknow from other sourees, 2. ¢.,the Mélwé, 
and Gujarét insoriptions. 

With regard to Prithivirdja’s father Someévara, we now learn that 
ho was the son of Arpordja and his Chaulukya wife Kéiichanadevi, the 
Aanghter of the great King Jayasisihe Siddhardja of Gujarét, Arno- 
rhje’s first wife was Sadhavé, a princess of Mérwér, who bore him two 
‘sons, one whose name is not given in the Vijaya or in the inscriptions 
and Vigrahardja-Viéaladeva, 

‘Tho unnamed eldest son murdered his father, or as the post says, 
‘rendered to him the same service which Bhrign’s son (Paraéuréma) 
rendered to his mother,’ and ‘then went out like a baff(, leaving 
behind an evil smell.’ Vigraharéja succeeded his father. After him 
‘9 son of his came to the throne, and then a son of the parricide, Pri- 
thivfbhata on Prithivixgja, 

‘Then Somesvara was raisod to the throne hy the ministors. All 
this long time he had been in foreign countries. His maternal grand- 
father Jayasizha had educated him, and lator on he had gone to 
Tripura, the capital of Ohedi (the Jabalpur district,) and had mar- 
ried Karpiradevi, the daughter of the Ohedi King. The latter 
bore to him Pyithiviréja (the hero of the poom) and Harirdja. Somes- 
vara died. soon after his accession to the gaddi of Ajayamera, and Kar- 
péradevi governed during her son’s minority, with the help of a mi 
ter Kédamba-Vama, i. ¢, Vama of the Kédamba race. 

‘There is not a trace of a statement that Prithiviréja was the son of 
the daughter of Anatigapéla the king of Delhi, or that he was adopted 
by him; and itis remarkable that the old Mubammadan historians 
do mot say that Prithiviréja ruled over Delhi. With them, he is sim-

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ply king of Ajmer, and was slain in Ajmer for treason against his con- 
querors, who had left him some power in his own country. 

Tam afraid that the history of this period sadly wants revision, and 
band’s Rasau had better be left unprinted. It is a forgery as Mardr- 
abén of Jodhpur, and Syémaldés of Udaipur, have said long ago. Ac- 
cording to the Vijaya, tho name of Prithivingja’s Vandirgja, or chicf 
bard, was Prithivibhafa, not Ohand Bardéi.” * 








Dr. Hoernle exhibited two rare gold Gupta Coins sont by Mn. 
Rivott-Carnac to be added to his well-known Gupta coin collection 
Istely purchased by the Government of India for tho Indian Museum. 
One of them, he said, was a coin of Kumtra Gupta J, of the so-called 
“Swordsman” type. This was one of the rarest types of the Gupta 
class of coins. ‘It will be seen by a reference to Mr, Smith's desorip- 
tivo catalogue of those coins, published in the Journal of tho Royal 
Asiatic Society for 1889 (p. 93), that hitherto only two coins of the 
Swordeman type were known to exist, one in the British Museum and 
the otter iu the Bodleian Library in Oxford. They are both said to 
hhave boon found in the bed of the Ganges near Patna. Where the coin, 
now belonging to the Indian Musoum was found, is not known, But it 
is s gonuine specimen, and has a gold loop soldered to its rim, showing 
‘that it was used og an amulet or ornament, The name of Swordsman 
4s givon to the coin, becauso it shows on its obverse the standing figure 
of king Kuméra Gupta, with his loft hand resting on the hilt of a 
straight sword which hangs from his waist. ‘The king's namo is given 
in fall on the reverse, and on the obvorse under the abbreviation Ku, 
‘This is one of the most valuabl€ additions made to the coin cabinet of 
the Indian Musenta. 

‘Tho other coin is one of Chandra Gupta II, of the so-called “Um- 
relia” type. Ib is fully desoribed in Mr. Smith's Catalogue, p. 91, 
whore soven Inown specimen are enumerated. It is therefore also one 
of the rarer typos of the Gupte class of coins, ‘The reverse figure 
(female goddess), is usually represented as standing on a low podestal 
or on @ monster (?); but in the presont specimen she is not standing 
on anything at all, unless (which is possible) the object on which she 
stood, is entirely clipped away. This coin, too, has a loop attached to 
it, showing that it was used to be worn, 

Dr, Hoernle, also, exhibited a gold Indo-Scythian coin, lately sent 
by Mx. Rivott-Carnac, It belongs to the well-known kind of which 
nomerous specimens ate known to exist, showing on the obverse the 
‘Nigar letters va and ow, placed one above the other, in Chinese fashion, 
‘These probably give the name of the Indo-Scythian king Vasu Deva, 
who reigned towards the ond of the 2nd cent. A. D.

Dr. A. W. Alcock read an obituary notice of the death of Mr. 
‘Wood-Mason 

‘James Wood-Mason was born in December 1846, and was educated 
at Charterhouse and Oxford. He early evinced an inclination towards 
Natural Science, being at first specially interested in Geology, and even 
bofore his twenty-third year ho had published several palwontological 
papers in the Proceedings and in the Quarterly Journal of the Geological 
Society. In 1869 he came out to India as Assistant: Curator of the Indian 
‘Museum, for which post he had been selected by Professor Huxley and 
Sir Joseph Hooker, and in 1870 he became a member of this Society. 

‘His interest in Natural Science was shown immediately he joined 
the Society, when ho contributed his frst paper—‘ On Polydactyliom 
ina Horse'—to the Procosdinge, and was sustained throughout the whole 
twenty-two years of his membership, during the greater part of which 
poriod—until he began to be incapacitated by serious organic discaso— 
fhe was a constant contributor to the Proceedings and Jounal. His, 
‘papers in the Society’s publications exhibit the comprehensive exten’ 
his attainments, embodying as they do the results of original investiga- 
tion in most branches of Zoology and in Hthnology in its morphological 
and geological aspects. His most numerous and most important eon- 
tributions however were upon Insects,—especially the Mantide and 
Phasmide—and upon the general subject of the Crustacea, which early 
attracted him. In 1873 he became Natural History Secretary, and 
during the greater part of tho next sixteen years, though not continu- 
ously, he edited Part IT of the Society's Journal with conspicuous ability 
‘nd success. In 1887 he was elected a Vice-President of the Society. 
‘Outside the limits of the Society his devotion to Zoology was. marked 
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official carcer he became Deputy Superintendent of the Indian Musoum, 
Professor of Zoology and Comparative Anatomy in the Medical College, 
and finally, on the retirement of Dr. Anderson in 1887, Superintendent 
of the Musoum. In 1888 he was made a Fellow of the University of 
Calontéa. 

His record of work, outside his official routine, and beyond his 
‘connexion with the Society, is a long and varied one, and embraces ex- 
plorations in the field, the publication of his scientific researches, and. 
economic inquiries. Although his purely scientific work completely 
overshadows his economic work, yot his attitude to economics in tho 
proper place was not unfriendly. With the more aggressive economists 
he had little sympathy, believing that soience diligently and methodi- 
‘ally pursued for its own sake would be far more likely to yield in- 
cidental benefits to civilization then would science studied disconnectedly 
for the sake of the practical man elone. In the field he explored, in 
1872, the marine fauna of the Andamans, and again, in 1878, that of the 
Nicobars, and in 1888 he went for a time as Naturalist on board Her 
‘Majesty's Indian Marine Survey Steamer ‘Invest As a result 
of these field excursions he added largely to our knowledge of the life of 
tho Bay of Bengal, and greatly enriched the collections in the Indian 
‘Museum. He also, in the course of economic inquiries into the Tea-bug, 
and into the Diseases of Silkworms, travelled and collected largely in 
Assam, Cachar and Lower Bengal. 

‘He contributed a few papers to the Royal Zoological, and Bnto- 
mological Societies, anda groat many to the Annals and Magazine of 
Natural History, which embodied his original work not only in the 
Geld of systematic and descriptive zoology, but upon moxphology— 
‘especially the morphology of Arthropods ; upon phylogeny—especially 
the phylogeny of Insecta; upon physiology, and upon the philosophy 
‘of mology. It was in this last branch of the science that his inquir- 
ing, original genius found its happiest exercise, and he was particularly 
interested in all problems as to the significance of animal orgaus. 
‘More than most systematic zoologists was he dissatisfied with the dry 
facts of animal stractare, and his desire to see through these facts into 
their origin and meaning—to make zoology really a science of living 
‘beings—may be said to have been a passion with him, Unfortanately 
‘his published work in this direction doos not represent a fraction of 
his neoumulated knowledge, principally because he had an almost 
fastidious objection to publishing anything that was nob exhaustively 
complete. But this phildsophical bent of his mind is amply illustrated 
by his papers on the claspors, and on the antenna, and on the femoral 
brushes of the Mantide ; on the mode in which the young of Astacide 
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attach thomselves to the mother; on the stridulating organs of Oras- 
tacea, of Arachnida, and of Myriapoda; on sexual characters in Mol- 
Iusea; on Mimiory; on the scent-glands of Scorpion-spiders; on the 
meaning of Viviparity; ete. In purely systematic zoology his prin- 
cipal published works were:—(l) A Catalogue of the Mantodea which 
‘was not completed at the time of his death, and (2) A series of papers: 
on the Butterflies of the Andamans and Nicobars and of Oachar, 
written in collaboration with Mr. de Nicéville. These papers wore the 
yooult of work undertaken between the yours 1880-88, when Mr. do 
‘Nicéville was employed on the staff of the Musoum, during whioh 
period he worked with that gentleman almost exclusively at the Lepi- 
doptera of the Indian region, the result boing to greatly increase tho 
collections in the Indian Musoum and to add largely to faunistic 
Imowledge. In this series of papers must specially be mentioned a very. 
curious case of mimicry betweon two distinct groups of Papilios, which 
he discovered. Another systematio work of considerable importance 
‘was his series of descriptions and illustrations of the Deep-Sea Crustacea, 
Aredged by the ‘Investigator’ He also had in contemplation a complete 
‘eatalogue of the Crustacen for whidh, howover, he had only collected 
and systomatized the bibliography. 

‘His principal economic work consisted of Reports on the Tea-mite 
and other Insect-pests, and on certain diseases of Silkworms. He also 
formed for the Indo-Colonial Exhibition, 9. collection illustrative. of 
Indian sericulture, for which he received the thanks of Government. 

‘His influonce as a Naturalist extended far beyond the Museum and 
‘the realm of scientific literature: to beginners he was always ready to 
give advice and assistance at any scrifco to himself: he had no con- 
tempt for amateurs, and no jealousy of fellow-workers: but he had truly 
and singly at heart the advancoment of science, as is amply shown by 
his work upon the ‘Investigator’ Zoological Reports, and by bis work 
in connoxion with the establishment of the Calcutta Microscopical 
Society—a Society mainly of amateurs. 

His health seems never to have been really robust, and recent 
events show that he must for many years have been suffering from one 
of the most debilitating and enervating of all organic diseases. But it 
was not until quite the end of last year that the outward signs of it 
became go manifest as to arouse the anxiety of his friends. 

He was in a critical state of health when he left Caloutta on the 
‘5th of April, and he died on the 6th of May, just as he was nearing the 
shores of his native country. Although of late years, owing to his jmn0- 
longed: absence from Hngland, he had no very active connexion 
of tho leamed societies there, yet he. xyug.w fellowr of. 
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snd Entomological Societies of London and of the Zoological-Botanical 
Society of Viena, 





The Hoxonany Suoevriny read an obituary notice of the death of 
Professor Westwood prepared by Mr. B. 0. Cotes: 

By the death at a very advanced age of Professor J. 0. Westwood 
tho Asiatic Society of Bengal has lost an Honorary Member who was 
tho most distingaished systematic Entomologist of his day. Besides 
being Hope Professor of Zoology in the University of Oxford, and a 
Gold Medallist of the Royal Society, Professor Westwood was appointed 
in 1868, as a special distintion, to he Honorary Life President of the 
Bntomological Society of London ; while scientific bodies in many parts 
‘of the world have vied with each other in conferring honorary member- 
ship upon him. 

Professor Westwood’s writings include papers upon almost every 
‘ranch of the Arthropoda. Hagen, in his Bibliotheca entomologioa, 
enumerates no less than three hundred and seventy-nine entomological 
papers which bear his name and-which are all more or less valuable, 
but his greatest achiovement is probably the general Manual of Ento- 
mology which he published under the unpretending title of “An Intro- 
duction to the Modern Olassification of Insects.” At the time when it was 
written this work was far in advance of any treatise of its kind, and 
‘though half a century of unprecedented activity in Entomological 
research has sinco elapsed, it remains o standard authority which 
no student of the subject can afford to neglect. Previous to the ap- 
pearance of Westwood’s “Introduction,” no complete examination had 
‘been mad¢ of the relative position which the numerous families of in- 
‘sects oconpy: fin the natural series; Westwood made a minute compara 
tive study of the Gbhimacters upon which the classification was based, 
and after a number of years of patient research, produced a work 
which at once placed the science of systematic Entomology upon a 
far sounder basis thon it had previously occupied. 

‘As a man he was unpretending in the extreme aiid was almost 








entirely weapped up in his scientife pursuits. His outspoken criticism 


‘of everything he disapproved made him afew enemies, but no one who 
new him intimately could avoid liking the trausparent sincerity and 
Kindliness of his ragged nature, however much they might differ 
from him in opinion.

Report on 20 old coins forwarded by the Collector of Cuttack with 
his letters, No. 552 G, dated 23 March, 1898, arid No, 744 G., dated 22 


April, 1898. 

‘The coins are stated to have been found in the Jajpur sub-division 
by some people digging the ground. It is not known how many coins 
were found, but thirty-two were recovered by the police from the finders ; 
vis, 2 gold, and 80 silver coins. The two gold coins, and 15 of thesilver 
coins, were at first forwarded to me by the Collector, but, on my request, 
‘the remainder (all silver) were sont for examination afterwards. Of 
the latter, I retained four coins on account of their numismatio value ; 
on the other hand, I returned to the Collector one silver coin of the first 
sent lot, as being of no numismatic value; I also returned to him eleven 
coins of the second lot, Altogether twelve coins were returned to the 
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Collector, andl twenty coins (vis, 2 gold and 18 silver) were rotained, 
to bo dealt with under the Treasure-trove Act.

Mr. G. A. Grierson read an obituary notice of the death of Mr.) 
F.8, Growso: 
‘The Council regret to have to roport the death on the 19th of Inst 
May of Mr, Fredorick Salmon Growse 0. I. ., Mi. A., at the age of 56, who 
was for thirty years a member of this Society. Mr. Growse was born in 
the year 1836 and was educated at Oriel and Queen's Colleges, Oxford, 
where he was a scholar of his College, and took the degree of M. A. 
‘Hee entered the Bengal Civil Service in 1860, was elected a member of 
this Society in the year 1861, and commenced contributing to the 
Journal and Proceedings some six years afterwards. His first paper, 
"On the Transliteration of Indian Alphabets in the Roman Oharacter,” ap- 
fared in the Journal for the year 1867. For some years he principally 
Jovoted himself to assisting in the task then lately undertaken by the 
Socioty of producing « correct edition of the Prithiréj Réysé of Chand 
Bardéi, his last paper on this subject appearing in the year 1878. In 
‘the course of his researches, he became involved in a controversy with 
‘Mr. John Beames, as to the principles on which a scientific edition and 
translation of the poem should be prepared. The arguments of both 
scholars will be foandduly recorded in the Joural, bat are niow of little 
Snore than academical value, as itis has since been ascertained that the 
‘poem is a modern forgery. 

Yn the meantime the exigencies of ‘the public service had taken 
Mr. Growse to Mathuré, with which district his name is indissolubly 
connected. ‘The Journal of the Society and the Indian Antiquary con- 
fain numerous papers on the holy land of Krishps-worshippers, full of 
most valuable information about the country and its people, their beliefs 
gad religious customs. ‘These papers were subsequently collected in 
‘ono of his more important works, “ Mathuré: a Disiréct Memoir.” Mx, 
Growse was transferred to Bulandshahr in 1878, where he remained 
for some six years, being then ‘transferred to Fatehpur where he 
finished his careor of Indian service in the year 1891. On both of 
‘these districts he wrote admirable monographs, vis —“ Bulandshahr: 
or Sketches of an Indian District, Social, Historical, and Architectural,” 
‘and “A Supplement to the ‘ Fatehpur Gasctloer.’” 
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During his residence at Mathuré Mr. Growse became an earnest 
student of Indian Architecture, and on his transfer to Bulandshahr 
hho was enabled to put the lessons which he hed learned into practice. 
Ho found Bulandshahr a mean little place, and left it in 1884, the most 
architectural modern town of its sizo in the North-Western Provinces. 
‘The improvements offected are recorded in a beautifully illustrated 
work published in 1886, entitled “Indian Architecture of To-day, as ex 
‘emplified in New Buildings in the Bulandshahr District.” 

Tn the year 1876, there appoared in the Journal of the Socioty 
from Mx, Growse’s pen, an axtiolo ontitled, “The Prologue to the Ré~ 
méyana of Tulet Dés : a Specimen Translation.” This was the first publio 
intimation of the task to which Mr. Growse had lately applied bim- 
self—tho translation of the famous opie of the great poot of Ondh. 
Yt is on this translation that Mr. Growse’s fame will rest in this coun- 
fay. Tt has mado his name known wherever the worship of Rama 
prevails, and his translation, the first volume of whioh was issued in 
1860, is eagerly sought for and bought by Bnglish-knowing natives 
@roughout North-Westem India. The work has been frequently 
se-printed, and the elegance of its style and the general accuracy which 
distinguishes it Have been froquontly publicly recognised by the best 
eritics, To Huxopean students of the Hindi languag@!\the work has 
‘been invaluable, and it has materially assisted later labourers in their 
researches in the same field. 

‘When Mr. Growso retired from Government Service in 1801, his 
feionds hoped that his newly-found leisure would qnable him to continue 
those studies by which he had rendered his name conspicuous, and by 
which he had added lustre to the Socioty of which he was so long a 
member. In losing him, the world of Oriental literatare has lost a 
fellow-labourer whose work, in its own peouliar aphere, was conscientious 
‘and thorough, and at the samo timo frequently graced by an eminently 
artistic style.

Mr. L. do Niobrille exhibited two bores of buiterfiies collected by 
‘Mr. W. Doherty in New Guinea, also a pair of Pollinia of an Orchid 
removed from the eyes of one of the butterflies and mounted as a micros- 
copie slide, and mado some remarks on them :— 

“T pags round for the inspection of the members present this even- 
ing two boxes of butterflies collected in New Guinoa by that intropid 
traveller and naturalist, Mr. William Doherty, of Cincinnati, United 
States of America, who has devoted the last fifteen years of his life to 
collecting natural history objects in the East, more especially insects, 
and has in the course of his travels visited nearly every island in the 
‘Malay Archipelago, trom Sumatra on the west to New Guinea on the 
east. The first box contains specimens from Humboldt’s Bay, on the 
north of New Grinea at about the 14lstH meridian; the second box 
specimens from Andai, N.-W. New Guinea. Comparatively fow col- 
lections have been made on the north coast of this great island, so the 
‘specimens may perhaps be of interest to some of the members present. 

T also pass round @ microscopic slide which contains two pollinia, 
which I removed, one from the middle of the convex surfuco of each 
eye of one of the butterflies (Papilio pandion, Wallace) now exhibited 
from Andai, The butterfly is a male and must, one would think, 
have suffered considerable inconvenience from the presence of these 
pollinia attached to his eyes. As you will sce, they are nearly half 
‘an inch in Jength (11 mms.), and consist of an oval diso by which they 
attach themselves firmly to any object which may touch them, the 
iso being covered with » viscid matter which dries in a very little 
‘while (Darvin says, in a fow minutes); a lengthened straight stem 
called a caudicle; and the brush-like head which is composed of the 
pollen-grains proper. Considerable force was required to remove each 
polliniom, and from the fact of their being co firmly attached I very 
much doubt if any butterfly could unaided get rid of thom. Hach 
Pollininm projected forwards from the eye im a Tine with the axis of 
‘the body. of the insect, the two pollinia being placed symmetrically. 
I showed the slide to Dt. David Prain of the Royal Botanic Garden, 
Shibpur, but all he could tell me about it is that the pollinia be- 
longed to some Orchid, but he would not even guess as to the genus of 
the plant. A vast mass of most interesting information on the subject 
generally will be found in Mr. Charles Darwin’s work, “Tho various 
Contrivances by which Orchids are Fertilised by Insects,” to which book 
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T may refer any one especially interested in the subject. ‘Tho book, how. 
over, is not in the Library of the Asiatic Society, and I have to thank 
De. King for the loan of a copy from Shibpur. I may add, in conclusion, 
‘hat Ihave probably set out with my own hands 30,000 or 40,000 but- 
terflios, but this Now Guinea Papilio is the ouly one that I havo found 
‘with the pollinia of an Orobid attached to it.”

“Sprung from a respectable family in Bast Bongal, Newdb Babéstur 
“Abdul Latif received his education in the Caloutto Madrass in which he 
crontually became Anglo-Arsbic Professor. In March 1649, while bold. 
Sng this appointment, he was appointed a Deputy Magistrate in the oe 
Perganahs ona salary of Re, 200 per mensom, Hour yours lator he was 
‘promoted to a higher grade ond placod in charge of the Sub-division of 
Festaroa in the same district, The following year ho was transferved to 
‘dhe Sub-division of Jab@ndbfd, “Here he remained tor about five years, 
Ged Ms adminiabestion was 00 sndcesstal that ho was officially thanked 
dy the Mogisteate, while the leading Zamindes of the placb presented 
‘im with afarewell address, expressing their satisfaction at his adminis- 
feation of the Sub-division and rogrot at his transfer from it. rom Je 
}andbéd, he-was transferred to Aliporo in tho 24-Pergannahs, and in 1867, 
{he newly-created Suburban Police Court of that place was placed under 
hhis chargo. After ten years of such ineumbency, he was appointed to 
offciato as Presidency Magistrato in Calcutta. Tn October 1877, ho was 
ppoiuted to the Suburban Police Court at Sealdah and continued in this 
charge til the lst December 1864, on which date he xetired from tho 
Senvice of Government to enjoy the pension which he had so well earned. 

‘Jn 1868 Abdul Latif was appointed a Fellow of the Calcutte 
University. Tn 1877 he was created a Khén Babédur, three years later 
a Nawab, and on the 1st Janusry 1883 was decorated with the insignia 
of the Companionship of the Order of the Indian Empire. Thore has not 
Joon a single national or patriotic movement during the last thirty 
years in which Nawab Abdal Latif hed not taken a prominent part, 
Bat itis as the pioncer of Bnglish education amongst the Muhammadans

‘by posterity. Ata time when the Muhammadan gontry ‘of Bengal had 
chstinately sot their faces against English education, and Mohammedan 
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Digotry was supreme, it was Abdul Lat{f who alone had the courage 
and the foresight to come forward and hold aloft—often in the face of 
itter opposition—the standard of English education, and he was thus 
Sis pina ‘of a movement which has already brought much benefit to 
his hitherto benighted community, and promises to do still more good 
for them.

(IIL) Report on 14 old silver coins forwarded by the Offg. Collec- 


tor of Jessore, with his No. 25, dated the 19th Juno 1893. 


In his report to the Commissioner of tho Presidenoy Division, 
No. ,, dated the 19th June 1898, the Collector states, that the coins 
were found in Narail on the 7th April 1893, by person while cutting 
the plinth of a dilapidated building. It appoars that 60 coins wore 
found, of which, however, only 14 have been recovered from the finder. 

‘The identifieation of these 14 coins, given by the Collector in 
his letter to the Commissioner on tho authority, I presume, of some 
Court Mohurir, is entirely wrong.

(IV) Report on three gold coins, forwarded by the Political 
Agent, Ohhattisgayh Fendatory States, Rejpur, with his No. 4562, 
no date, 1898. 

Tho threo coins are stated to havo been found in the bed of 
the river Ang, in the Foudatory State of Patna. 

One of the coins is of pure gold; the other two are of a mixed 
metal, with a large proportion of gold. ‘They are of tivo different 
sizes; two are # inch, and ono } inch in diameter. 
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All threo coins belong to precisely the samo class as those report= 
edon by mo about three months ago (see Proceedings for April 1893, 
p-92). The latter were 56 in number, and had also been found in

Dr. Hoornlo read the following letter from Mr. H. A. Gait, C.S. 
forwarding oight coits— : 

“T hove recently been trying to collect some coins of tho Koch 
kings. ‘The only two hitherto published (s0 far as Iam aware) boing those 
referred to by Blochmann (J. A. 8. B., 1875, p. 806). 

“Baba Madhab Chundor Bardaloi, B.A. 0. at Barpeta, has just sout 

mo cight coins which I enclose. Four of these are of the Koch dynasty 
and one of Jaintia. 
‘Thave written asking him if the persons from whom he got thom 
are willing to let me keep them, and if s0, I shalll be happy to give thom 
to the Society. In any case, their exemination will doubtless be of 
Anterest. 

“Tn the course of next cold weather, I hope to add considerably to 
‘the afumber of coins now sent.” 

‘Dr. Hoernle said that of the coins forwarded by Mr. Gait, four 
were of Kuch Behar, one of Jayantipur, one of Assam, and two of 
Nepal.

‘Tn Cuamuan said that it might interest the members of the 
Asiatio Society to know that Mr, Stanley Lene-Poole had written last 
month to say that he was about to issue a book eftitled “Tho 
‘Mobaromsdan Dynasties,” covering about 400 pages, and costing about 
10 shillings. ‘The book would bo published by Messrs. Constable & Co., 
Parliament Street, Westminster. It contained lists and gonoalogios of 
the Mohammadan Embire (including India), from tho first Coliphs 
to the Khedives and Amirs of Aighinistén, together with historical 
introductions explaining their relative positions, éc., and geographical 
‘Boundaries.

‘Taw, SuonsiaRr reported: that -Bébu. Sambhu'Nath Suknl had not 
paid his ndmission fee; end in accordance with Rule .9, of the. Society's 
Bye-lawa his cleotion as a Member of the Society was cancelled: 

On the motion of the Chairman, it was resolved by the meetiog to 
purchase, at the cost of Re. 200, three very old and important ‘copper 
plate grants in the well-mown Gupta characters, which had beon dug 
out near Farfdpur in Eastern Bengel. ‘They will form a valuable addi- 
tion to the Sooiety’s collection of copper-plates. 

Dr. Hoornle exhibited two curious dies which he had received from 
‘Mr. Ibbetson, the Depaty Commissioner of Jullander. They had. been 
found in the house of a man of that district together with a large number 
of so-called “coins” made in acheap white alloy. Dr. Hoernle explained 
‘that these objects wore not coins, but might be medals, though the 
‘occasion or object for which they were made wag not known at present. 
‘They appeared to belong to the same class ag tho go-called and well- 
Known Ramtinkis. The latter were mado of gold, and wore medals 
‘atenck for ceremonial purposes. Silver medals of this kind were never 

yy to exist, till threo years ago, when one was presented to the 
Society by. R6jé Siva Praséd of Benares. That specimen looked like'a 
‘ent taken from sore gold original. Silver medals struck from dies 
first ‘appeared two years ago, since when they have been brought 
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* numerously on the market, and can be obtained at most of the lango 
towns in North India. In the Caloutta bazar they can be got for abont 
Re. 1-8 each... ‘The specimens obtainable here, however, seeia to be 
made of real silver (Rupeo-silver). ‘They axe occasionally palmed off 
‘on inoxperienced coin-collectors as “coins” at qxtravagant prices. 
‘Dhere are several vatieties of them current. Dz. Hoerale himself had 
met with four varieties in Coloutts, The dies seut from Jullundur 
showed a fifth vaxiety ; and probably now varieties or new combinations 
of old varieties, were constantly made, as the demand for them increased. 
‘The gencral ¢ypo of these silvar medals showod figures of Rém aud Sité 
with attendants on both sides, with a legend in a species of rude modern 
Nigari round the margin. The four varieties, obtaived in Caloutéa 
were as follows: No. 1, obverse: Rém and Sité, seated on a throne 
under an umbrella, legend Stté Réma five times repeated; reverse:

1, On the relationship between Tibetan Orthography and the Original 
Pronunciation of the Language.—By Tus Rev, F. B. Suawe, Moravian 
Miseicndry in Ladak. 

(Abstract.) 

“It is well-known that: the orthography and the pronunciation of the 
‘Tibetan language arewidely discrepant, so much so that it bas been 
doubted whother “the Tibetans .ever pronounced their words as they 
‘wrote them.” The author produces facts und reasons to show that. the 
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Aoubt is not well founded, but that, on the contrary, there is much pro- 
ability that ab the time the Tibeton alphabet was ‘‘invented,” in the 
‘7th century A.D,, the actual pronunciation of the language correspond. 
ed to the orthography. The evidence for this is mainly summarised 
from Jeschke's Essays on the subject, supplemented by observations 
made by Mr. Shawe himself. ‘The evidence from the literary lan- 
guage is summed up thus: “Whilst many identically pronounced words 
are spelled identically, many more are spelled ina more or less widely 
differing manner in accordance with the differing signification; and 
‘whilst certain rules of language cause a modification in pronouncing 
certain syllables, the identical rule prevents the modification from taking 
place in writing.” But the most striking evidence is afforded by the 
dialects, In these, not unfrequently, consonants which are mute in the 
‘ordinary (literary) pronunciation are distinctly sounded. This practice 
is most marked in the most westerly provinces of Purig and Balti, that 
is, in those provinoes Which are most widely distant from the seat of 
Buddhistio and literary culture. ‘Thus in Parig, people pronounce 
‘sgrom “a box,” gri “a knife,” ete., just as written QA" and 8, which 
in the ordinary Tibetan are pronounced dom, di. This practice can only 
‘be a survival of a former universal mode of pronunciation,

2. ‘The Koch Kings of Kamrup. By B.A. Gatr, Esa, 0.8. 
(Abstract.) 


‘Tho author first enumerates the oxtant accounts of the Koch 
aynasty. ‘The best of theso is © Mannsoript history in Sanskrit, 
called the Varhsévali, or Purushanéma, snd written about 1806 A.D., 
by a certain Sérya Hari Ganak. It is now in tho possession of Réjé 
Lakshm{ Naréyan Kuar, the leading representative of the Darang 
branch of the Koch fomily. An abstract of it is given, supplement- 
,ed by information derived from inscriptions and other sources. ‘The 
early history of Kémardpa is, as usual, semi-mythical. ‘The earliest 
kings are said to have been Mahirang Dénab, Ghatak Kinét, Norak 
Asur and Bhogadatta, and others of the Intter’s line. ‘The 19th in it 
‘was Subilru, who resigned in favour of his son Saparga, who was killed 
hy his ministers, After this, threo kings are mentioned, Jitéri, Arimat, 
and Jongél Balahu. Four other kings are also mentioned as having 
Feigned for 300 years st Lohityapur, viz, Mimang, Gajang, Sribang 
‘and Mrigang. The earliest authentic accounts commence with Hiuen 
‘Peinug who visited Kémardpa about 640 A.D., at which time a Hindé 
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or Hinduised prince, Kumér Bhiskara Varman, was on tho throne. 
Later it appears that the country belonged to the dominions of the 
Well-known Péla kings. Seventeon princes of this name are mentioned, 
but some of them may not have belonged to the Péla dynasty, Later 
‘on we come on more certain ground with the Khyen dynasty, the founder 
of which was Niladhvaj. He was succeeded by his son Chakradhaj 
‘and his grandson Nilambar. In the latter's reign, his capital Kamatepar 
was captared by Husain Shéh of Bengal, in 1498 A.D. Some other 
‘Muhammadan invasions, earlier as well as later, are here noticed. In 
the meantime the Koch chiefs were gradually rising to power. ‘Their 
founder is one Haria Mandal, to whom a mythological Kasbatviya origin 
is assigned. Ho had two sons, Sib Singh and Biswa Singh, who 
defeating all the Bhuiyas, built a magnificent city in Kuch Behar. In 
their days, Rangalagarh was the eastern boundary. Biswa Singh 
was succeeded by the two brothers, Malla Deo and Sikladhaj, who are 
Amown by the names of Nar Naréyan and Sileréi, Nar Nariyan 
fought many successful wars, and it was he who greatly extended and 
consolidated the kingdom. He divided finally his kingdom in two parts. 
‘The portion west of the river Sankosh was given to Lakshmi, the som 
of Nar Nardyan, while the country to the east of that river, with 
‘the capital at Barnagar, was allotted to Raghu, the son of Silaréi. 
‘The latter was succeeded by his son Parikhit, who quarrelled with 
Lakehm{ and annexed his dominions. Lakshmi appealed to the Mogul 
‘emperor Jahéngir, who sent a force to reinstate him. Parilhit was 
dofeated and died soon afterwards in 1614 A.D. But a brother of his, 
Bali Naréyan, succeeded, for a time, in recovering bis kingdom from 
‘tho Mubammadans, with the help of the Abom King, Svarge Naréyau. 
Ho signed till 1687 A.D. So far the history of the Koch family 
is related in the Vouhsivall. ‘The subsequent history may be"found in 
Hunter's Statistical Account of Kuch Behar, supplemented by the 
statements on tho Fathiyah i Tbriyab, published by Blochmana in the 
Journal of this Society for 1872.

they sro Arabs of the tribe of Koreish, and were driven out from Alaf 
bby Yeroed I, for assisting Husain, the martyr nephew of the Prophet 
Mabammad, in 61 Hijrah, ‘The author shows, however, from somo Arab 
‘guthorities that the Buldch were established in Mskrén more than » 
contury before the commencement of the Muhammadan ore, certainly 
£0, i, a8 Firdiiaf relates, Nowshirwén punialied them in Bakrén in 550 
‘A D.—and still more certainly thet they were looated there within

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4, Note on the Oficial Reckoning of the teigns of the later Mogul 
Dmperors, and on some of their Mint-towns.—By W. Tnvans, Eso, 0.85 
(retired), 

(Abstract.) 


‘The anthor begins by showing that all the information of European 
‘and Native Indian historians regarding the initial date of Aurangzib’s 
reign is ultimately traceable to the 'Alemgimnémah of Mubammad 
Qézim. This writer states that in the time of ‘the real enthronement of 
Anrangetb, with full coromonials, ou the 24th Ramazén 1069 (=15th 
Fano 1659), it was decided to antedate the commencement of his reign 
from the Ist of Ramazén 1068, when he miade the first attempt to 
assume the imperial power. Mr. Irvine says that for chronological 
purposes it is best to accept the officially fixed date, though it may be a 
fictitious one. He then shows from certain coins in the British Museum 
which are dated 1118 Hijrah, and the 51sb year regnal, that they only 
agree with the official reckoning ; for Aurangz{b, as generally admitted, 
died in 1118, after a reign of 50 years (lunar), 2 months and 27 days. 
Some farther remarks, then, follow on the oficial initial date of the 
reigns of some of Aurangzib’s successors. The author concludes with 
‘some notes on the identity of the mint-towns’Alamgirpur, Mu’azgamébéd, 
‘Nagratébéd, Shahébéd Qananj, and Zafardbéa.

‘Tho Parsrousr antiounced that Mr. G. A. Grierson had returned _ 
from leave and bad taken charge of the Philological Secreteryship from 
Dr. A. B, Bs Hoerale, : 
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‘The Prmorocreat, Seonutanr exhibited a number of rubbings of 
inscriptions lately found by Captain Deane near Peshéwar, Some of 
‘them appear to be in a hitherto unidentified alphabet. 

‘The original stones havo been sent by the finder to M, Senart for 
decipherment. 

‘Ma, pz Nice'viuue exhibited a single male specimen of a very rare 
Dattenfly, Oharaves kadenii, Felder, captarod in Sumatra, Ho reocived 
it feom Hofrath Dr. L. Martin, of Deli, Sumatra, who possesses two 
other specimens caught also in the Battal Mountains, in the morth-oast 
Of the island. It was dosoribed by Dr. Felder in the Wien, Ent, 
Monatsch, for 1861, from a specimen cought in Eastern Java by Dr. A. 
R. Wallace, and is roughly figured. A socond and better woodent of 
this unique example is given in Wallaco’s “Maloy Archipelago,” where 
hho calls it the “ Calliper Butterfly,” from tho peculiarity of tho pair of 
tails present on each hindwing which convergo at the tips, this being 
wtestare unknown to a like extent in any othor spocies in the genus.

‘The Ohineso Pilgrim Hinen Tsiang visited a town in Bengal which 
he calls Kie-lo-no-si-fe-la-na, that is, boing transliterated, Kara 
gavarpa, Tho site has not hitherto been satisfactorily idontified, and 
has boon conjeoturally located in Birbhiim, in Singhbhém, and quite 
recently by Dr. Waddell, in Burdwan, Mv. Boveridge's object is to 
prove that tho placo is probably identical with the town of Réigémétt 
in the Murshidsbéd district, 

‘We have two accounts of Hinen Tsiang's travels,—that given 
by the Pilgrim himself, and that given in his ‘Lifo’ by the Shaman Yen 
Thong. After dealing with discrepancies between those, two. accounts, 
Mr, Beveridge comes to the conclusion that tho latter, in this case, 
i the more trustworthy of tho two, and that it aaturally takes the 
Pilgrim's itinerary through Réigéméti, E 
‘The Pilgrim describes the kingdom of Karya-suvarna as having 
jx cireamforence of about 900 miles and the capital as being about four 
fuiles round, ‘The inhabitents were well off and had literary tastes, 
‘pat 'they were a mixture of true believers (Buddhists), and heretics. 
By the wide of the capital there was the monastery called Lo-to-wei-thi 
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(the name of which has been restored to Rakta-viti, (? Raltamrittiké) 
or Redlands, of which the word Régéméti is a literal translation. 
It is woll known that Révigdméti (which is situated on the Bhégirathi 
river about six miles above Berhampur), was once a great city. Ac- 
cording to Lassen, it was formerly known as Karna-swvarna-gada, snd 
is said to have been so called because Vibhishaya, the brother of 
‘Révana, tho demon king of Coylon, visited the place on the occasion of 
‘tho king’s son's first meal of rice, and caused a shower of gold to fall 
onthe land, Hinen Tsiang gives a curious legend regarding the intro- 
Auction of Buddhism into the kingdom. 

Shortly bofore Hiuen Tsiang’s time, the king of Karpa-suvar- 
‘pa was tho well-known S’asifka, who was so strongly opposed to 
Buddhism that he cut down the sacred Bodhi tree at Bodh Gayé. Ho 
‘ied about tho year 618 A. D., aftor having been overcome by S'iléditya 
‘of Kannanj, in revenge for the munder of his brother and predecessor, 
Réjevardhana, This king favoured Buddhism, and it was during 
his reign thet the pilgrim visited the locality. 

Mr. Boveridgo gives strong reasons for believing that this S'aséika 
was the same as S'asidhara of Abt’l Fazl, who was the immediate 
successor of Adiséra who brought Bréhmans from Kannauj to Bengal. 
‘This identification is most important, as it fixes Adisira as reigning 
in the early part of tho 6th century A.D. 

Finally thore is a local tradition that Karye-suvarna was de- 
stroyed by an expedition from Coylon, an event which Mr, Beveridge 
places as probably occurring about the 12th century A.D. Tt wes 
tho original home of the family of Réja Rédhé Kénte Deva, the author 
of the S’abida-halpa-drwma, whose encestor S'ri-hari-deve possibly lived 
‘hate before ita destruction by the Singhalese invaders. :

Sc (Abstract.) 

This paper is principally devoted toa minuto description of eighteen 
silver coins which had been presented tothe suthor by the late General Sir 
‘A Onnningham. | They formed part of tho articles recovered from the 
Treck of the steamer in which the archeologicol treasures of the 
Genoral had been lost beneath the waters of the Bay of Bengal. Those 
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silver’ coins belong to a type of great antiquity and intermediate in 
Gharaoter between tho well-known “ panch-marked” coins and those 
of a later dato impressed by a single “die.” ‘They aro square or poly- 
gonal or even rounded, and weigh on the average 26 grains, Somo 
of them are quite blank on the reverse side, bub mostly they are im- 
prossod with a varying number of symbols on both sides. “Tho devioo 
gn the obverse of eleven is made up of two principal symbols, and 
four or five smaller or accessory ones. Of the former, ono is said to 
resonible a ninopin, placed horizontally, What this symbol is intended 
to represent, the author says he has not the faintest ides, but he sug- 
gests that it may represent a “dug-out” or fishing canoe. The other 
Clearly represents somo qnadruped, which, to jndgo from its head and 
tail, the author thinks must bo a horse. Hore the author incidentally 
eomects on error in ono of his provious papers regarding tho so-called 
“Qoins of Kuninda.” ‘Tho animal represented on those coins is noither 
a “dear” nor a “yak,” but a “buffalo.” ‘Two square coins, with blank 
Foverses, entirely differ in their symbols from the rest, They are 
‘prinoipally marked by a vory obsoure object, which the author suggests 
nay possibly, be intended for “a human hand lightly grasping a human 
fear,” ag shownon agem from Khorasen, The conolading portion of the 
‘paper refers to certain anoient coins from the Konkan, described by 
‘Sir Walter Blliot in the Numiemata Orisntalia, and corrects some exrors 
in that description. ‘The autho» shows that these ooins bear no ‘‘punch- 
axles,” but are struck from a ie, the principal devise on which is the 
figaro of a humped bull, surrounded by a number of minor symbols,

Schultz; tho translator of the work mentioned by Mr. Irvine, 
has been mentioned in my Nssay above referred to, He 
‘corresponded with Bayer on the subject of the Léntsha alphabet. In 
the year 1745, or four years before he published his translation of 
the Acts, he published the first grammar of the Hindisténi language, 
In 1748 the Sprachmeister, which owes much to his assistance, was 
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issued, He was o Madras Missionary, which fully accounts for the 
impure Hiudistini used by him. His work must, I think, renk 
‘as the earliest known translation of any portion of tho Bible into an 
Indo-Aryan vernacular. 

Gallenberg’s name oocurs in LaCroze’s Thesaurus Epistolious. In
